The report on JB.C.’s energy 
supply and demand ranges 
from 1974 to the year 2006. 

"In the case of oil,” the 
report states, "British Colum¬ 
bia production is believed to 
have peaked and the province 
will become increasingly de¬ 
pendent on imports.” 


But. it adds, "this increas^ 
ing dependence could be les¬ 
sened by government policies 
to encourage the use of natu¬ 
ral gas or synthetic natural 
gas produced from the gasifi¬ 
cation of coal.” 

But, states the summary, 
"the forecast does not assume 
a natural gas pipeline to Van¬ 
couver Island. The energy 
needs of the Island and how 


they will Im? met will he the 
subject of a separate study by 
the commission." 

The commission admits 
there arc delivery problems 
with natural gas al present 
"which make it impossible to 
satisfy authorized exports" 
hut it says it is optimistic that 
these current shortfalls will 
be eliminated "in the near- 
term by connecting to the 


west coast system presently 
discovered but uconnnected 
reserves.” 

There will be a brief return 
of gas shortages in the late 
1980s but after 1989, the year 
export contracts run out, the 
report states our natural gas 
should be in adequate supply 
for British Columbians until 
at least 2006. 

But while oil and natural 


gas will eventually disappear 
as sources of energy, the re¬ 
port notes that B.C. ranks 
first among provinces in Can¬ 
ada in coal reserves. 

The 341-page report states 
in its final section that in 1970 
proven reserves were set at 
7.3 blliion short tons with po¬ 
tential development of those 
known reserves set at a possi¬ 
ble 40.9 billion tons. 


"Since 1970 further drilling 
activity has expanded the coal 
reseryes of the province 
beyond those reported by the 
Geological Survey of Cana¬ 
da,” the report states. "Ex¬ 
ploration currently underway 
could perhaps increase the 
total coal reserve by as much 
as 15 billion tons or roughly 25

If the city undertakes to 
lurn thermostats off in all 
other buildings, the union will 
permit fuel delivery to assure 
the continued heating of the 
Silver Threads senior citizen 
activity centre. 


That offer came from Jim 
Walker, president of Local 50 
of the Canadian Union of Pub¬ 
lic Employees (CUPE) on 
strike against the city of Vic¬ 
toria for the fifth day. 

Walker’s offer was in re¬ 
sponse to a letter earlier this 
week from city manager 


Delay of paycheques 
‘provocative ’—police

An unexpected delay Thursday in payche¬ 
ques for Victoria police drew a blast from 
police union president Constable Patrick 
Braiden, who termed the city’s action "pro¬ 
vocative, antagonistic and totally irrespon¬ 
sible." 

There were reports that a few policemen - 
had greeted a delajf of at least 24 hours in 
receipt of their cheques by booking off sick. 
But Braiden declined comment and one 
source said the reports were more talk than 
action. 

Braiden said policy for 12 years had been 
for police to receive their cheques at least 
two clear banking days before the start of a 
month and police union members "deplore 
the decision made by City Manager James 
Bramlc?y” not to follow the policy. 

He said Ih" cheques were sitting on Brant¬ 


ley’s desk but the manager refused to release 
them until today. 

Braiden was told Bramley "did not want 
to discriminate between the outside and in¬ 
side workers . . . and the police and fire 
departments" and would make no excep¬ 
tions. 

The union president said his group had 
believed there would be no change in pay 
procedure because police "are not involved 
at all in this strike." But in addition to the 
cheque delay, no work was being done on 
overtime cheques for the last three months of 
1974. 

"Even efforts by the chief constable (J. F. 
Gregory) to obtain the cheques for the men 
proved unsuccessful,” said Braiden. 

The cheques were due Thursday morning 
and now are expected to appear some time 
before 4 p.m. today. 

Braiden said he viewed the city action "as

President Ford Thursday extended the amnesty 
for about 100,000 American draft evaders .by another 
month, but the Toronto American Exiles Association 
countered immediately; "As long as President Ford 
continues the program, wc will continue our boy¬ 
cott,” said Steve Grossman, a 28-year-old war resister 
originally from Chicago. 

The program had been 
scheduled to end at midnight 
today, but because of the rush 
of applications in recent 
weeks, ford extended the life 
of the clemency board to 
March 1, and said: 

"I believe that many of 
those who could benefit from 
it are only now learning of iti 
application to their cases." 

The clemency program for 
convicted draft evaders and 
military deserters is part of 
an "earned return” policy 
that Ford announced last Sep¬ 
tember, coupled with a condi¬ 
tional amnesty program for 
young Americans w'ho were 
charged or under investiga¬ 
tion but nol yet convicted. 

.So far only about 850 appli¬ 
cations were received.

Brantley's concern was for 
elderly people using the Silver 
Threads centre not only for 
their social activities, but also 
as a place where they can eat 
an inexpensive hot lunch. 

Bramley’s letter said more 
than 4,000 Victoria residents 
depend on the centre in the 
course of a year. 

Walker said the city is 
using the senior citizens 
against the striking workers. 
He added, however, that the 
union was willing to reach a 
compromise. 

The city would have to vol¬ 
untarily keep the heat off in 
city hall, the police station, 
the provincial court, the pros¬ 
ecutor’s offices, and several 
stores in Centennial Square. 

"We would have to be given 
permission to inspect these 
buildings two or three times a 
day to see whether the city is 
complying with the terms of 
such an agreement,” Walker 
said. 

"If the city' is willing to go 
along with this request, we 
would allow fuel trucks to 
cross our picket lines to Till 
the heating oil tanks,” he 
added. 

The only building that 
would be allowed to turn up 
thermostats, Walker said, 
would be the Silver Threads 
centre. 

A number of city hall of¬ 
ficials said the plan wasn’t re¬ 
ally feasible, but Walker said 
the city might change its 
rpind. 

If the city refuses the 
CUPE offer, the Silver 
Threads centre will serve its 
last hot meal today. Recrea¬ 
tional activities have already 
been cancelled, and Pauline 
■Barker, the centre’s executive 
director, said today’s meal 
will be served in ”an ex¬ 
tremely cmd building.” 

"I wish the CUPE boys 
could have heard the old peo¬ 
ple today — the disappoint¬ 
ment,” Mrs. Barker said in 
an interview Thursday. 

She said she is trying to 
find other quarters for the du¬ 
ration of the strike. 

Meanwhile, electric heaters 
have been taken into city hall 
and the jail section of the Fis- 
gard Street police station. 

By Thursday afternoon, a 
few heaters were already in 
use in the jail cells. 

Heaters will not be used in 
any other part of the police 
station. 

Sources indicated that it is 
impossible to finer additional 
heaters anywhere in Victoria. 


At the Esquimau Road heli- 
port, things also took a turn 
for the worse Thursday. 

Union officials said they 
have reached an agreement 
with BFI Waste Systems Ltd. 
to withdraw their giant gar-* 
bage containers from the site. 

This means that garbage 


delivered to the heliport by 
residents will have to be 
dumped on the ground. 

It isn’t known yet how the 
lack of heat will affect the 
provincial court. Indications 
Thursday afternoon were that 
trials would go ahead as sche¬ 
duled.

No layoffs 
needed, 
mine told 


Mines Minister Leo Nimsick Thursday asked 
Western Mines Ltd. to reconsider its decision to lay off 
75 workers this weekend. 


Western Mines president 
W. G. Jewitt said the layoffs 
had been made necessary by 
an anticipated net loss of 
$775,000 this year. 

Nimsick challenged that 
statement. He said his depart¬ 
ment had made a detailed ex¬ 
amination of the Western 
operation and had concluded 
that it would show a net profit 
of $1.2 million in the current 
year without layoffs. 

TTie minister said Western 
Mines had a special responsi¬ 
bility to the province because 
it is operating inside Strath- 
cona Park, at Buttle Lake on 
Vancouver Island. 

"The company received 
substantial help from the 
province in the form of high¬ 
way construction and finan¬ 
cial assistance,” he said. 
“The time has come for the 
company to live up to its obli¬ 
gation to the public, its share¬ 
holders and employees.” 

Nimsick said Western had 
showed an estimated net prof¬ 
it of more than $3.5 million in 
the last year of operation de¬ 
spite royalties and federal 
budget provisions. 

"I can see no reason at all 
why the mine should reduce 
production,” he said.

Turkish Airlines jet with 41 
persons aboard crashed into 
the Marmara Sea near Istan¬ 
bul Thursday night and res¬ 
cue teams have found eighl 
bodies so far, Turkish naval 
officials said. 

An airline spokesman said 
the Fokker F-28 twin-engine 
plane came dowm after a 
22-second blackout at Istan¬ 
bul’s Vesilkov airport forced 
the pilot to take emergency 
action. 

The pilot banked steeply 
away to try a second landing, 
but there was no further con¬ 
tact with him, the spokesman 
added. 

The airline said there were 
no signs of any further sur¬ 
vivors, but the search was 
continuing.

The B.C. treasury board 
order freezing new staff hir¬ 
ings until after April 1 ap¬ 
pears to have taken a while to 
filter through to the cabinet. 

The order was issued Dec. 
20 but not. received by one 
department until 10 days 
later 

Seventeen days after that, 
on Jan. 16. the cabinet met in 
regular session to approve the 
hiring of 48 persons ‘Tor 
various positions” in the de¬ 
partment of Attorney-General 
Alex Macdonald. 

At the same meeting 14 ap¬ 
pointments to tiie safety divi¬ 


sion of the public works de¬ 
partment were approved, 
three to human resources, two 
general clerical workers to 
the provincial secretary’s de¬ 
partment, two to the depart¬ 
ment of health, and Derry 
MacDonnell was given the 
green light to become re¬ 
search assistant to Alfred 
Nunweiler. minister without 
portfolio responsible for 
northern affairs. 

On the credit side of the 
ledger Health Minister Dennis 
Cocke also received cabinet 
permission to decrease his 
mental health branch comple¬ 
ment by t\vo medical officers 
and one administrative of¬ 
ficer. 


Al the cabinet meeting on 
Dec. 13. seven days before the 
treasury board freeze, the 
Motor Vehicles Branch (Com¬ 
munications and Transport 
Minister Robert Strachan) re¬ 
ceived permission to hire five 
more staff members: the 
health minister got 30 ap¬ 
proved for various jobs; pub¬ 
lic works, four; the provincial 
secretary 10 and the health 
minister another four for 
mental health.

The long- 
awaited Darling report o/i 
possible re-establishment of 
the merchant marine has 
urged the government to re¬ 
view its policy on a national 
deepsea shipping fleet. 

The fleet was abandoned 
after the Second World War 
when it was found that it was 
more economical to use ships 
registered to other countries. 

The report was tabled in the 
Commons Thursday by Trans¬ 
port Minister Jean Marchand. 
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Marchand told reporters 
that while the report prepared 
by H. J. Darling — a consul¬ 
tant who has been studying 
all facets of the shipping in¬ 
dustry ~ makes no recom¬ 
mendation that a merchant 
marine fleet be re-es¬ 
tablished, “the impression is 
that he favors it." 

He declined comment on his 
own reaction to the report. 

He said, however, that tech¬ 
nological advancement requir¬ 
ing only a small crew for 
even the largest vessels

While natural gas, with a 
few forecast ups and downs, 
will stand up as an energy 
source until around 2006, mas¬ 
sive expansion programs will 
be required if all British Co¬ 
lumbians are to benefit from 
it as a source of domestic 
heat. 

“It is estimated,” the report 
states “that about 30 per cent 
of the province’s (presenl) 
population lives outside gas- 
serviced areas.

rT IS A PITY that ministers of the federal gov- 
1 ernment have allowed political considerations to 
water down a perfectly valid- complaint that greedy 
wage demands are a contributing cause of inflation. 

Finance Minister John Turner’s comment that 
wage and salary increases are “now” a chief factor 
in fueling inflation might surely-be justified on the 
basis of such demands as those of the Letter Carri¬ 
ers* Union for a $2.50 an hour boost, with a cost-of- 
living clause to protect their earnings in a one-vear 
contract. 

The target represents a basic 59 per cent on 
top of the current wage of $4.35 an hour. 

And while percentages are not a fair means of 
relating wage increases to the rate of inflation, the 
letter carriers have still to convince the treasury 
board that their services are worth an average of 
$13,000 a year. 

Mr. Turner, since his remark that wage de¬ 
mands are a prime cause of inflation, has been 
furiously attacked by labor leaders. And he has 
been trying hard to* restore his and his govern¬ 
ment’s image as the working man’s best friends. 

In an effort of pacification, Mr. Turner ex¬ 
plains: “I said inflation was started by interna¬ 
tional commodity prices, imbalance of supply and 
demand, quadrupling of oil prices. But now, of 
course, in an understandable effort to catch up, 
wages and salaries are increasing at a very high 
level.” 

Then on Wednesday, speaking in Regina, 
Labor Minister John Munro attempted 1o appease 
Indignant critics with the observation that "unions 


should be involved in a tripartite council on indus¬ 
trial relations" as "a wholly necessary and indeed 
invaluable co-determiner of economic decision-mak¬ 
ing.” 

If the minister has only just discovered the es¬ 
sential role of labor in determining the future wel¬ 
fare _of the state, he had been well advised to keep 
his rtiouth shut about it. 

But he did say, too, that real earnings of man¬ 
ufacturing workers have “caught up” with infla¬ 
tion. That might, be taken as an inference that in 
other sectors labor still lags behind in wage gains 
related to the rate of inflation. 

Neither Mr. Turner nor Mr. Munro in their 
obsei-vations with respect to labor and the unions’ 
responsibility in the economic dilemma of the nation 
has made any significant contribution in the cur¬ 
rent debate. 

Instead of helping to create an atmosphere of 
sympathy and understanding in which to pursue 
negotiations with business and labor leaders in 
search of a program of voluntary restraints, they 
have instead made the current, talks look more like 
a confrontation. 

If Joe Morris, president of the Canadian Labor 
Congress, had been looking for an excuse for a 
hard-nosed approach to what should be a momen¬ 
tous meeting of management, labor and govern¬ 
ment, he has got it. 

The public can only hope that Mr. Morris and 
I he labor representatives generally won’t allow 
government clumsiness to prevent progress to¬ 
wards achieving the essential balance in pay, prices 
and profits that can control inflation. 


Higher odds? 


A MOTHER INGREDIENT has been tossed Into 
T* the provincial election speculation pol. The 
treasury board’s sudden awakening to spending by 
government departments, with its orders for all to 
come down to earth, adds a new flavor to the stew 
that started to simmer not long after the start of 
the year. 

Opposition Leader William Bennett is think¬ 
ing. no doubt, that it. comes at. a tasty time for 
Social Credit: the day after his announcement of 
new policies on health and welfare, housing and 
education—policies that should go down well with 
the electorate, although one would seem to be 
somewhat redundant. His dismantling of “the edu¬ 
cation bureaucracy assembled in Victoria” appears 
to be well under way already with the Bremer- 
Knight firings. 

Whether it is a lip-smacker for Social Credit is 
questionable, though. Premier Barrett, through the 
treasury board action, is admitting that he has let 
things get out of control. The government could 
very well be in financial straits, despite the pre¬ 
mier’s assurance that the books for 1974-75 will not 
show a loss position. Everyone knows how mislead¬ 


ing financial records can be. But the premier may 
have moved in time to save the bacon. 

The departmental clamp-dowir certainly adds 
to the interest in what Mr. Barrett will be coming 
up with in the throne speech when the legislature 
goes into session February 18. 

It could very well be that the speech, together 
with the tightening of the purse strings, will call 
for revision of early election speculation. The 90 
per cent odds the premier gave early in January 
ragainst a vote being called this year might go 
higher, even. 

The premier says he wants to get back to “nor¬ 
mal” election times which can be taken to mean he 
favors a longer period than three years between 
votes, which was former premier W. A. C. Ben¬ 
nett’s way of going. Mr. Barrett will have been in 
office three years come September, and speculation 
on him going to the people has ranged from late 
this year to well into next, although he could stay 
put until 1977. 

It may become more obvious after the MLAs 
have assembled that Mr. Barrett realizes he needs 
s lot more time to repair fences, and not solely the 
gaping expenditures of his ministers.

The CIA and the Pentagon 


Those snickers coming from 
the Pentagon are in antici¬ 
pation of the big flap over the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 
Nothing could please certain 
of the power barons in the 
department of defence more 
Ihan to have the GLA clipped 
and its functions drastically 
curtailed. 

This is far from being one 
of those bureaucratic strug¬ 
gles that perennially rack the 
government. CIA estimates of 
the military threat posed by 
the Soviet Union have in con¬ 
spicuous instances been lower 
than the estimates out of the 
Pentagon.

Major General Daniel O. 
Graham, director of the De¬ 
fence Intelligence Agency, 
Has in the recent past openly 
expressed the view that, the 
military and the military 
alone should define the threat 
to US. security. This would 
mean, of course, far-out views 
to justify all the far-out weap¬ 
ons the three services want. 

In an article Graham wrote 
for an army magazine in 
April, 1973, he said: 

"To sum up I think that live 
time is ripe for the military to 
re-assert its traditional role in 
the function of describing mil¬ 
itary threats to national secu¬ 
rity.” 

In other words this is our 
haitiwick and CIA keep out. 
He warned in the same article 
of the “danger of the military 
profession as a whole losing 
its function of defining the 
military threat for the na¬ 
tional leadership."

limitation on anti-ballistic 
missiles in the SALT I agree¬ 
ment. CIA’s estipiate of the 
risk involved was far less 
ihan that of the defence de- 
pirtment. The Pentagon 
power barons did not take 
kindly to CIA’s estimale 
which finally prevailed.

Just ahead is another sharp 
difference between the CIA 
and the military that prom¬ 
ises to become a hotly debat¬ 
ed issue in the Senate. In¬ 
volved is Diego Garcia, the 
island in the Indian Ocean 
that the navy wants to con¬ 
vert from a “facility'' to a 
formal base al an estimated 
cost of $20 million.

The separate ‘air command’ 


Anyone who has flirted with 
Ihe myth that human progress 
is inexorable will be appre¬ 
hensive at Defence Minister 
Richardson's latest announce¬ 
ment that he intends to es¬ 
tablish a separate "air com¬ 
mand” somewhere in Western 
Canada. The decision is a ret¬ 
rograde step which departs 
from the concept of “func¬ 
tional” commands with spe¬ 
cific tasks to perform. 

An analogy which is easier 
to understand, for people who 
are not familiar with the mili¬ 
tary jargon, is the city. A Jew 
decades ago. streets reigned 
•upreme. Pedestrians, horses 
and buggies and car* al! used 
them. Planes, trains and 
rapid transit were things of 
the future. 

Now, however, any large 
modern city is foolish not to 
integrate all forms of trans¬ 
portation in their planning. No 
single system will serve ade¬ 
quately. The total integrated 
system should be the best 
“mix” of all forms to serve 
the needs of moving people 
and goods quickly and conve¬ 
niently. 

Unfortunately, some great 
cities have not yet made the 
transition gracefully. They 
still have a commissioner of 
roads who grabs all the 
money he can to build arte¬ 
ries with minimum concern 
for their relationship with 
docks, trains, airports and 
rapid transit. The single- 
minded approach is a hand¬ 
over from the day of simpler 
technology. 

The proposed air command 
will be a reversion to the sin¬ 
gle-minded approach. It is not 
being set up to perform any 
specific task or assignment. It. 
is merely to provide a sepa¬ 
rate focus of air activity and 
provide the airmen with free¬ 
dom to escape the necessity 
or working closely and harmo¬ 
niously with other elements of 
the forces who do have speci¬ 
fic tasks to perform. 

* i* * 

The command will, of 
course, provide a job for a 
lieutenant-general (three- 
starl who is surplus to re¬ 
quirements at national de¬ 
fence headquarters. At the 
moment, there are, for rea¬ 
sons which have never been 
explained, two positions, one 
of \ice - chief of the defence 
staff and one of deputy-chief, 
each filled with a three-star 
general. Obviously, one of 
them has got to go. But to es¬ 
tablish a new command with 
all of the extra cost and red 
lape that entails is a pretty 
cumbersome way to solve the 
employment dilemma for one 
man. 

.toother reason given for 
the" new move is to restore the 
wounded pride of the airmen. 
Maritime com and, they say. 
is navy. And mobile command 
at St. Hubert is army. Conse¬ 
quently the airmen should be 
allowed to build their own em¬ 
pire at some convenient place 
perhaps where a few more 
votes would be most crucial.

This argument is largely 
spurious. Maritime command 
is more than navy. It has 
been assigned a number of 
specific tasks including the 
search for and location of sub¬ 
marines, missing persons, 
ships in distress and Russian 
trawlers. 

In each rase, the search 
may he performed by a sub¬ 
marine, ship, helicopter or 
aircraft or some combination 
nf these may he t used. The 
maritime commander will 
choose between the vehicles 
which are the “tools" to 
assist him in his task on the 
basis of which one or which 
combination will be most ef¬ 
ficient in the particular cir¬ 
cumstances 

Nor is mobile command

strictly army. It Is an In¬ 
tegrated unit consisting of in¬ 
fantry backed by all of the 
support elements which might 
be required in varying cir¬ 
cumstances. Firepower is pro¬ 
vided by tanks, artillery, 
rockets and airplanes. The 
employment of these alterna¬ 
tives will be based on the 
commander’s judgment of 
which combination will be 
most efficient in achieving his 
objective with the greatest ef¬ 
ficiency and minimum loss. 
l>and and air elements work 
hand in hand in achieving th# 
assigned task. 

Other functional command* 
which already exist are trans¬ 
port command, air defence 
command and training com¬ 
mand. Each has specific task* 
1o perform and the first two 
are commanded by airmen. 
Why they are now to become 
part of a^new "air com¬ 
mand.” with the inevitable in¬ 
crease in manpower and the 
cost to perform the same job, 
is inexplicable. As a matter of 
fact, tlie number of planes in 
both transport and air defence 
is being reduced. An extra 
headquarters is hardly com¬ 
pensation for the loss in capa¬ 
bility. 

★ -tr ★ 

Which brings us back to the 
question of wounded pride, ll 
is perhaps unfortunate that 
the minister i* a Second 
World War pilot and in¬ 
fluenced, perhaps, by the 
blandishments of old buddies. 
He may still feel that air 
power is the big thing. Shades 
of United States Air Force 
General CXirti* Lemay. If you 
have a big, expensive and so¬ 
phisticated air force you can 
get along without much of an 
army and navy. 

For many years, the air 
force got the lion’s share of 
the money. Contract* for new 


airplanes, which alway* 
like the 1976 Olympics - went 
far over estimates, robbed the 
other forces of essential 
equipment. There wasn’t 
enough to go around. Conse¬ 
quently the army w'as left 
without armored personnel 
carriers, anti-tank weapons, 
Arctic clothing and a host of 
other necessities including 
sufficient ammunition for 
training purposes. The navy 
had to postpone essential 
refits. 

The last decade ha* seen « 
considerable improvement in 
the balance of expenditure*. 
Certainly they have been 
more closely related to ihe 
priority tasks assigned by Ihe 
government. 

Inflation. however. 'ha* 
taken its toll. The 20 per cent 
or more of each budget re¬ 
quired for equipment ha* 
never been reached. The ac¬ 
quisition of a new long-range 
patrol aircraft has been post¬ 
poned. There is no money to 
buy new tanks. And, most im¬ 
portant of all from the air¬ 
man’s point of view, no 
money to buy a “hot” sophis¬ 
ticated airplane to replace the 
aging Starfighter* (CF-104) 
and Voodoos (CF-101). 

So in the face of a seeming¬ 
ly hopeless situation, hope is 
to be provided by a new air 
command. With no visible 
purpose, the concentrated air¬ 
men with their new and gung- 
ho team captain — the com¬ 
mander will commence a 
tremendous governmental 

propaganda campaign to ac¬ 
celerate the acquisition of a 
new fighter aircraft. In doing 
so. they will consciously or 

otherwise be thumbing 

their noses at ihe land and 
sea elements and the priori¬ 
ties and tasks already as¬ 
signed by the government. 

While one can have great 


sympathy for the flyers, and T 
do because they are the un¬ 
happy victims of inflation, it 
is difficult to applaud surh a 
highly regressive move mere¬ 
ly to give them hope. The ges¬ 
ture could prove tb be a cruel 
hoax. As a matter of fact, one 
authoritative spokesmen say* 
the government’s play to the 
retired officers' club is large¬ 
ly to gain their emotional sup¬ 
port and divert attention from 
the further decline in the 
strength and effectiveness of 
the forces which is clearly in 
the cards. 

I don’t think Mr. Richard 
son would he so devious, al¬ 
lhough some of hi* associate* 
would. He is still an airman 
and identifies with their plight * 
without quite knowing what to 
do about it. The only solution 
a I hand is,the reversion to th* 
singleminded "commissioner 
of roads” approach. 

★ ★ * 

Mr. Richardson, should reed 
the history of James For- 
restal. II was Forrestai who. 
as secretary of the U.S. navy, 
allowed the admirals to per¬ 
suade him to oppose the sin¬ 
gle force concept favored by 
Eisenhower. Consequently the 
U.S. followed the three-force 
route rather than one. As first 
secretary of defence of th* 
new three - force monster. 
Forrestai was so upeet and 
discouraged by the constant 
double-cros* from the navy 
that he became despondent 
and ultimately took his own 
life. 

Mr. Richardson can *av* 
himself, or his successor. * 
lot of unnecessary mental 
strain hy preserving the con¬ 
cept of functional organization 
which is the only one thai 
makes sense in the second 
half of the 20th century. Hp 
will not want his epitaph to 
read "he turned the clock 
hack.”

Three services again? 


It wasn't the increase in 
spending that gratified mili¬ 
tary buffs here, but that part 
of Defence Minister James 
Richardson’s policy statement 
which seemed to indicate the 
dismantling of integration. 
After all, as Doug Harkness, 
a former Conservative de¬ 
fence minister, said, the extra 
millions wouldn’t buy much in 
the way of the super-sophis- 
licated and super-expensive 
new weapons: about all they 
did was to keep the armed 
forces level with inflation. But 
Harkness, who is retired now 
but' happened to be visiting 
here recently, is happy about 
the establishment of a sepa¬ 
rate air command. 


Not ai all happy about thi* 
development is Paul Hellyer, 
a former Liberal defence min¬ 
ister and Ihe father of in¬ 
tegration. who became a Tory 
out was defeated in the last 
election and is now a col¬ 
league it ihe Parliamentary 
Press Gallery. He sees it as a 
first step toward the re-es¬ 
tablishment of three services. 

Steve Paproski (PC, Ed¬ 
monton Centre) seemed to be 
sure that Edmonton would be 
the site of the new command, 
hut Richardson was careful to 
say that “the location for the 
command is being determined 
in the light of the best inter¬ 
ests of the armed forces 

Actually. Winnipeg, which 
i* the minister's home town, 
has just as good a claim for 
the command headquarters. 
However, in the view of politi¬ 
cal wiseacres here, it would 
lip a smart move if Ihe T.ihrr-

al* were to award this plum 
to the Alberta capital. 

It is only fair that the new- 
air command should be in the 
West, as Richardson said that 
it would be in making his poli¬ 
cy statement, because Mobile 
Command \\ at St. Hubert, a 
suburb of Montreal, and Mari¬ 
time Command is in Halifax 
with a sub-command at Es¬ 
quimau. 

Air Command would include 
Air Transport Command 
which runs a considerable air 
line. Air Defence Command 
which includes squadrons of 
obsolete fighter planes under 
NORAD. and air training. As 
there will be a three star 
(leaf) officer in charge of 
each -command. Hellyer sees 
this as tantamount to the re¬ 
establishment of three ser¬ 
vices - Mobile Command is 
mostly army. Maritime Com¬ 
mand is mostly navy, while 
Air Command would he all air 
force. 

★ ★ ♦ 

Tha former minister main¬ 
tains that Air Command 
would have no operational 
role as the other commands 
have, unless it were to control 
the obsolete fighter planes 
which are under the control of 
NORAD headquarters at Co¬ 
lorado Springs. Hellyer dis¬ 
misses a transport role by 
saying, "the one thing the fly 
boys don't like being is bus 
drivers." 

However, there is the sur¬ 
veillance of the North, yhich 
would be another reason for 


putting Air Command in Ed¬ 
monton. Furthermore, Rich¬ 
ardson ha* suggested that w* 
might acquire icebreaking 
warships to patrol Arctic 
waters, which would mean 
that the new command would 
not be all air but would in¬ 
dude naval element*. 

When the defence minisler 
was asked whether his policy 
statement presaged a return 
to the traditional uniforms, h* 
agreed that this could come 
about soon but wanted to pro¬ 
ceed “one step at a time.” 
Hellyer felt, that it was too 
soon for a change in uni¬ 
forms. 

★ ★ + 

It is ironic that both Hellyer 
and Richardson were with th* 
RCAF during the Second 
World War. However, Hellyer 
was not in the main flighi 
stream: he wax a corporal 
technician while Richardson 
was a pilot who had more 
Ihan n thousand hours of ac¬ 
tive service flying four-en¬ 
gined Liberator bombers on 
anti-submarine patrol. 

As a result, Hellyer had no 
feeling for air force tradition 
and disliked and distrusted 
the fly boys, their arrogance 
and their expensive demands. 
While Richardson sympa¬ 
thized with the air crews, he 
maintains that he is not 
against integration. He said 
that he was preserving all the 
money-saving elements of 
common services, the cooks 
and signals men and so on. 
while providing the goad of 
tradition. 

It could be that the armed 
forces are going to have »h« 
best of both.

If Kondratieff’s central theory 
on economic cycles is correct, 
the economy is beaded for a 
deep depression. 

His. theory is that western 
economies will soon experience 
an upswing that will turn into 
staggering slump in six or eight 
years. 

One firm that has considered 


the theory. Wills. Blckle and Co. 
I.td. of Toronto, say* kondra- 
tlcff concluded there is a 5®-to- 
»« year cyclic affecting the econ¬ 
omy. 

He contended that the cycle 
has an up trend lasting 20 
years, then an inflationar; 
peak, and then a 30-year droj 
that ends in a depression. 

His first cycle covered the 
period between the 1780s and 
1813. with an inflationary peak 
in 1811. The second ran to 1800 
after peaking in 1801. The third 
peaked in 1920 before the 1980s 
depression. 




Ilaxing just hit the peak, fol¬ 
lowing a short recovery, the 
bottom should he around the 

year 2000 . 

Curiously enough, at the bot¬ 
tom of each of his troughs, wars 
occur, the last being the Second 
World War. 

Following the Kondraticff 
analysis, the current economic 
picture is considered remarka¬ 
bly simillur to the periods before 
the historic stock market ad¬ 
vances of 1921-28. and 1919-58. 

These were preceded by infla- 
tlonarx peaks marked by e.\- 
tremelv high commodity prices 

i 


and interest rates, often occur¬ 
ring affair long, costly wars.' 

In 1920, many economists 
xvarned of the "coming depres¬ 
sion." Instead, must to the a*’- 
tonishment of all participants, 
an unprecedented economic 
boom xvas launched. 

This period of 'retrenchment 
and prosperity lasts about It* 
years and is marked by gra¬ 
dually declining prices, xxnges 
and interest rates characterized 
by a general leeling of well-be¬ 
ing- 

The security from the pre- 
xiOus decade lulls many people 


into over-extending their re¬ 
sources. until finally collapse 
and stagnation sets in. as in the 
lO.HOs. 

This third decade sees heavy 
unemployment, universal <le- 
spifir and a feeling that tomor¬ 
row can only be worse than 
today. 

Finally recovery starts to 
take place in the midst of ex¬ 
treme skepticism. As prosperity 
continues, the economy gears 
up to meet ex er-incrcasing de¬ 
mand. 

Wills. Kickle offer some ob¬ 
jections to the analysis. 


There is some skepticism 
about cycle theories xxhich try 
to project past events mechani¬ 
cally into the future. 

(Government actions and con¬ 
trols lend to eliminate or 
change periodic cyclical pat¬ 
terns. Nonetheless, the govern¬ 
ment intervention in the. last 
fexx years have only accentu¬ 
ated distortions, the firm says. 

f inally. they question the tim¬ 
ing and suggest that variations 
do exist, of up to fixe years.

Orthodox Church 
openly opposes 

Ethiopian rulers

Five months after the ouster of Haile Selassie, the prin¬ 
cipal opposition force in Ethiopia now appears to be the or¬ 
thodox church, once closely associated with the deposed em¬ 
peror. Anti-church propaganda has only become apparent in 
the past few weeks, indicating that what was an underground 
opposition has turned Into a forc e to be reckoned with. 


As in France in 1789, the 
rift between the higher eche¬ 
lons ot the Ethiopian church 
and the lower clergy has 
grown steadily wider. 

The Patriach of the ortho¬ 
dox church, Abuna Terimoflos, 
is now- regarded as a "trai¬ 
tor” by most of the clergy, 
who accuse him of having 
paid allegiance to the revolu¬ 
tionaries in power. 

★ ★ ★ 

During the Timkat i Ortho¬ 
dox Epiphany) festivals, tra¬ 
ditionally the time of greatest 
public rejoicing, some 30 
priests were arrested in Addis 
Ababa for preaching anti¬ 
revolutionary sermons. Strict 
security was obvious during 
the festivals, from Jan. 19 to 
20, showing that the military 
government was prepared to 
stamp out hostile demon¬ 
strations. 

In Addis Ababa, the reli¬ 
gious processions carrying the 
Tabots (the symbolic arks of 
the covenant) were hemmed 
in by machine-gun mounted 
jeeps, mounted guards and 
policemen. 

It was at this moment that 
♦he Abuna decided to preach a 
sermon praising "Ethiopian 
socialism.” 

The clergy rebelled against 
the patriarch’s staled in a va¬ 
riety of ways.

Tourists in Lai i be Da. the 
centre of Ethiopian Chris¬ 
tianity, were stranded for sev¬ 
eral days after believers dug 
a cross-shaped trench in the 
airport landing strip. 

Timkat at Lalibella was the 
time for the clergy to start 
denouncing "the devil who 
seeks to deceive the iteople." 
Without, actually attacking the 
revolution, all the priests 
urged the people to "close 
ranks” and be ready to de¬ 
fend their threatened faith. 

Several bishops in the prov¬ 
inces of Begemder, Gobjani 
and Tigre, the heart of the old 
Christian empire, threatened 
to excommunicate those who 
supported the socialist revolu¬ 
tion. 

Religious traditions fare far 
stronger in Ethipoia than in 
other parts of Africa, because 
, of Christianity's historic role 
in resisting conquest and en- 
loniaii/aton.

Japanese remain buoyant 
despite economic gloom

Despite staggering econom¬ 
ic problems, the prevailing 
mood in this land of 105 mil¬ 
lion people is surprisingly 
buoyant. 

Japan is.almosl 100 per cent 
dependent on imports for the 
gasoline that fuels its cars or 
the oil that heats its homes. 

Ninety-six per cent of each 
loaf of bread baked in Japan 
comes from abroad. 

Ninety-seven per cen: of 
each quivering square of bean 
curd, each bottle of rich dark 
soy sauce, comes from soy¬ 
beans grown in the U.S. or 
Brazil. 


As in all industrialized 
countries, inflation gallops 
ahead — at an annual rate 
well beyond 20 per cent last 
year. On the other hand, the 
Japanese citizen put. away 19 
per cent more in his savings 
account than he did “Ihe year 
before. 

Gloomy forecasts abound. 
Unemployment has already 
hit 700,000 people and may 
shoot beyond the one million 
mark this year. 

Sony has given 8,000 
workers a five-day holiday so 
as to bring down its vast in¬ 
ventory of unsold television 
sets. 

Toyo Kogyo. fourth-1 argest 
car manufacturer in Japan, is 
reported to be floundering. If 
it fails.

Accotding to autlioritatix *» 
report* from Peking, lie I* 
First Vice Premier and Vice 
Chairman of the Communist 
Party Teng Hsiao-ping. just 
named chief-of-staff of the 
People’s Liberation Army. 

That appointment make* 
him the only man in the Chi¬ 
nese hierarchy who directly 
hold* the levers of the three, 
prime movers of power in 
China — the Communist 
Party, the Liberation Army 
and the government. 

At the. same time it was 
revealed that Premier Chou 
En-lai, who masterminded the 
bloodless coup which effec¬ 
tively destroyed the power 
base of Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung of the Communist Party, 
had completed his sweeping 
strategem by appointing a 
new chief political commissar 
of the army. 

He i» Chang Chun-chiao, 
second vice-premier and 
chairman of the Shanghai 
Revolutionary Committee 
t government). 

Like the post of defence 
minister, those key posts had 
been vacant since 1971. 


The two appointments effec¬ 
tively crushed the. remaining 
pretensions of the “extreme 
leftist faction’ ’ coalesced 
around Mao’s wife, Chiang 
Ching. 

Ten^ Hsiao-ping, the new 
vice supremo and heir appar¬ 
ent under only 76-year-old 
Chou En-lai, was the second 
bitterest enemy of the leftists 
during the Great Proletarian 
Cultural Revolution (1966-69>. 

Chang Chun-chiao allied 
with the leftists during the 
early stages of that climatic 
upheaval, but cannily de¬ 
tached himself from the los¬ 
ing group. 

Chang's appointment as 
chief of the general political 
department of the People’s 
Liberation Army proves that 


cupies no position of any in¬ 
fluence whatsoever in party, 
army or government. 

The report came after a 
week when rumors of the ap- 
pointments swept the foreign 
communities of China special¬ 
ists in both Hong Kong and 
Peking. The appointments 
have not been formally con¬ 
firmed by the Chinese auth¬ 
orities.

However, inquiries from 
foreign embassies and news 
agencies in Peking to the 
foreign ministry regarding 
the new position were an¬ 
swered in the affirmative. 

The pattern of the appoint¬ 
ment fits the Chinese custom 
of revealing such important 
changes in the hierarchy by 
indirection. 

The twin appointments 
dropped the final pieces into 
the .jigsaw puzzle of the power 
structure in Peking to which 
most pieces were added dur¬ 
ing the past week and a half. 

During that period, the new 
government structure was re¬ 
vealed. as was a new state 
constitution as well as the 
plenary session of the Com¬ 
munist Party's Central Com¬ 
mittee that elected Teng 


Hsiao-ping one of five vice 
chairmen of the Communist 
Party. 

The manoeuvring behind 
the scenes which produced the 
extraordinary pattern is still 
largely unknown, but highly 
informed speculation offer* 
some dues. 


Teng Hsiao-ping's appoint¬ 
ment. to three concurrent 
posts is remarkable. At leasi 
one, the (>osition of chief-of— 
staff, is formally subordinate 
to his other two positions. Bui 
such convolutions are not un¬ 
precedented. Teng apparently 
owes hs extraordinary emi¬ 
nence to a number of factors. 

As former political commis¬ 
sar of the 2nd Field Army of 
the Liberation, Ten Hsiao- 
ping has strong mutual inter¬ 
ests and connections with the 
majority of China's most j*ow- 
rfeul provincial generals. Six 
cf the 10 commanders of 
China’s great, military regions 
served in the 2nd Field Army 
at one time or another. 

Moreover, the new- chief po¬ 
litical commissar, Chang 
Chun-chiao, began his mili¬ 
tary career with the 2nd Field 
Army. The new commander 
of the People’s Air Force, ap- 
jtoinred a few weeks ago, also 


comes from the dominant far, 
tion.

The source of Premier Chou 
Kn-lai’s successful strategy t)» 
concentrate all power m 
China in his own hands or 
the hands of his followers 
xvas further revealed by the 
new appointments. 

The base from which Chon 
launched his blitzkreig wa* 
a I most certainly the old field 
marshal* and senior general* 
of the army, xvith the civilian 
elder statesmen of the com¬ 
mit n I 8 t movement,, who 
formed an informal — but e\ 
ceedingl.v powerful — council 
of generals and elder* some 
year* ago. 

That group obviously de¬ 
creed that peace must be im¬ 
posed on China's warring fa< - 
lions. Backed by the bulk of 
the armed forces, its power 
xvas so overwhelming that it 
could force its xxill on Chair¬ 
man Mao. 

The 81-year-old, Chinese 
leader, who is now effectively 
disabled physically and intel¬ 
lectually, was, in any event, 
no more than an exceedingly 
influential chairman of an un¬ 
ruly board of directors for Ihe 
last 10 years of his active po¬ 
litical life.

Christian Soe 
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Appeal court alloivs subdivision

After a few minutes of de¬ 
liberation Thursday, a B.C. 
Court of Appeal in Victoria 
upheld a north Cowichan land- 
use bylaw allowing: a mam¬ 
moth subdivision which had 
been at the centre ,r of con¬ 
troversy for more than two 
years. 

The handful-of people who 
• attended the two-day appeal 
hearing was in sharp contrast 
to the hundreds of residents 
who jammed North Cow- 
ichan’s municipal hall for 17 
hours of public hearings on 
the proposed developmcnl in 
March 1973. 


Mr. Justice Hugh A. Mac- 
Lean. presiding at the three- 
judge-appeal hearing, said the 
"very careful judgment" 
given by Supreme Court judge 
H- C. McKay in .January 1974 
"is not one which should be 
reversed by this court." 

M. Justice McKay ruled 
that residents had been given 
sufficient information in a 
presentation by the deve¬ 
lopers, Kings view Properties 
Ltd. of Vancouver, and that 
opponents had been given 
ample opportunity to voice ob¬ 
jections. 

In their application to have 
the bylaw quashed, 96 resi¬ 
dents alleged that council 
acted in bad faith by refusing 


to discuss the mini-town proj¬ 
ect V public hearings. 

In his presentation to the 
appeal hearing, J. J. Gow of 
Victoria, counsel for the resi¬ 
dents, argueed that council 
had acted unreasonably in ap¬ 
proving the land-use contract, 
and had not given "due re¬ 
gard” to factors set down in 
the Municipal Act — such as 
future public costs, over¬ 
crowding of land, adequate 
access, and community goals. 

Residents opposing the 1,250 
unit development fear their 
municipality will have to cope 
with a new town of Duncan’s 
population, but without any 
supporting services.

James Mitchell, 78, of 3203 Willshire, was 
testifying at an inquest in the death of Mrs.

Mitchell said he was driving north at a 
speed of about 35 to 40 miles an hour when 
suddenly he saw, "a dark stationary car 
parked in the middle of the road.”

Kleasen, 42, faces charges of 
murder in the deaths of Cary 
Smith Darley, 20, of Simi Val¬ 
ley, Calif., and Mark Fischer, 
39, of Milwaukee, Wis., both 
of whom disappeared in Oc¬ 
tober. They were officially 
dead at an inquest, although 
their bodies have not been re¬ 
covered. 

Darley and Fischer disajf- 
peared in October, Police of¬ 
ficials said Kleasen killed 
them during a robbery at his 
small trailer home behind the 
taxidermy shop where he 
worked, then cut the bodies 
into pieces on a band saw in 
the shop. 

The pieces then apparently 
were dumped into a storage 
bin for animal parts to be 
ground into fertilizer, police 
said. 

Bits of flesh and hair which 
authorities matched with that 
of the victims were found in 
the shop, and clothing and 
other personal belongings 
were recovered near Klea- 
sen’s trailer.

CALGARY (UPII - The Al- 
lierta Energy Resources Con¬ 
servation Board gave a five- 
company consortium permis¬ 
sion Thursday to build a 
fourth oil extraction plant 
near Fort McMurray, but the 
companies said later they are 
now undecided on whether to 
proceed with the project.

not re-assessing its plans and 
will not know for several 
months on whether to pro¬ 
ceed. 

Petrofina holds 35.3 per cent 
interest in the consortium.

Finance Authority of British 
Columbia 3625,000 a year. 

The sum represents the 
amount of extra interest and 
foreign exchange the MFA is 
paying on two loans. Ger¬ 
man marks and Swiss francs 
needed to pay interest and 
principal now cost more than 
they did when the loan was 
floated. 

The loss was shown in a 
prospectus of a $34.5 million 
sinking fund debenture issue 
being floated in the United 
States by the MFA. 

The MFA comprises all 28 
regional districts in the prov¬ 
ince and was formed in 1970 
to boirow funds on behalf of 
the municipalities.

Howev- j 
er, there still are other offices j 
open in those countries. 

Draeseke said the budget 
reduction is substantial, con¬ 
sidering that the budget nor¬ 
mally would increase by 
about 15 ppr cent.

Baseball alters 
rules on ‘ saves’ 


” NEW YORK (AP) Relief , 
pitchers must finish a game 
in order to qualify for a 
“save.” say new baseball 
rules announced Thursday. 

Commissioner Bowie Kuhn 
also said the playing rules 
committee has approved new 
regulations dealing with spec¬ 
ifications for bats and for er¬ 
rant throws by a pitcher 
which end up out of play. 

Proposed by the Baseball 
Writers’ Association of Ameri¬ 
ca. the new pitching rule now 
requires relief hurlers to qual¬ 
ify under three categories in 
order to get credit for a save. 

The rules stipulate that « 
relief pitcher is credited with 
a save when he is the finish¬ 
ing pitcher in a game won by 
his team and is not me win¬ 
ning pitcher. 

He also must eotfer the 
game with a lead of no rrjore 
than three runs and pitch ft* 
at least one inning: or enter 
the game with the potential 
tying run either on base’, at 
bat on deck: or he pitches 
effectively for at least three 
innings."

GLASGOW (Reuter) — 
Scotland will introduce a 
•’super’’ football league next 
season an a bid to make its 
soccer more competitive and 
bring back fans to clubs 
starved of support and cash. 

The future of most of the 
country's 38 football league 
clubs hinges on the new set¬ 
up. 

“It's the most dmportant 
step for Scottish fodtball since 
the league was. started," says 
league secretary Thomas 
Maule. 

When the current season 
ends in April, Scotland’s top 
10 clubs Will form the Super 
league, the premier division, 
and play each other four 
times next term. 

The bottom eight dubs in 
Ihe current First Division, 
plus the leading six in the sec¬ 
ond, will make up a new .First 
Division, with the other 14 
dubs left to fight it 'out in 
next season’s Second Division. 

* “It suits everyone, because 
every club will be desperately 
trying to stay or get into the 
Super League where the 
crowds will be big and the at¬ 
mosphere certain to bring out 
the best in our soccer,” says 
Maule. 


New coach

CLEVELAND (UPI) - 
Cleveland Browns have an¬ 
nounced that new head-coach 
Forrest Gregg will retain 
three assistant coaches and 
dismiss three others.

“Above all, the lack of sup¬ 
port is reducing our stan¬ 
dards,” says Jock Stein, man¬ 
ager of Glasgow Celtic which 
has won the league title for 
the last nine seasons. “OUr 
best players, cannot produce 
their top form in front of 
small crowds which generate 
no atmosphere." 

“The Super League should 


ensure that every match has 
a big match quality and more 
incentives for the players. 
Over the past few years it has 
been increasingly difficult to 
motivate the best players in 
league matches that are one¬ 
sided and played before a few 
thousand.” 

At the bottom, the future 
looks brighter. Tiny Berwick 
Rangers, who have spent 
more than 60 years in the Sec¬ 
ond Division, are ha^fng a 
record season for gates as 
they fight to finish in the divi¬ 
sion’s top six, and for a place 
in next season’s middle divi¬ 
sion. 

“Our gates are up because 


we have something to play 
for,” says club secretary 
Richard Shiel. “If that inter¬ 
est can be maintained, we 
have a long and healthy fu¬ 
ture ahead." 

First Division clubs facing 
elimination from the Super 
League inehod cfam ous names 
such as Partied’ITO&tle and 

Kilmarnock. 

“But even if they are rele¬ 
gated," says Ally MacLeod, 
manager of First Division 
Ayr, also battling for a place 
in the Super League, “they 
will have the incentive next 
season to get back among the 
top clubs and so will their 
fans."

An altempt by city council to legitftnize a 
two-year-eld beer parlor operation at a Gorge 
Road motel died after council surrendered tfy 
protests from the motel s neighbors at a 
public hearing Thursday. 

A zoning bylaw amendYrffnt which would 
aJlov\ motels with more than 100 beds to 
operate? beer parlors was tossed out and the 
beer nrarlor status of the Sherwood Park Inn, 
123 Gorge was turned over to city solicitor 
Jakob de Villiers. 

Zoning committee chairman Aid. Mike 



■Young refused .later to .comment on whether 
the city would or could suspend operation of 
the beer parlor in the motel, which Mayor 
Peter Pollen officially opened more than two 

years ago. 

At the time the motel opened, building 
plans approved by the city showed that the 
space now given over to the beer parlor was 
to be a lounge and storage area. 

The T-l zoning of the area does not permit 
beer parlors. 

Council enacted an amending bylaw last 
year which would have legalized the Sher¬ 
wood Park Iiui beer parlor but B.C. Supreme 


Court invalidated . it. The court ruled It 
amounted to rezoning and said all persons 
potentially affected by the amendment were 
not notified^ as required under the Muhicipal 
Act. 

At Thursday’s public hearing, delegations, 
and letters from neighboring motels claimed 
loss of business from noise generated by beer 
parlor customers in early morning hours. 

Clifford Watt; lawyer for the owners of the 
Oxford Tower Inn, 133 Gorge, told council 
that by passing the bylaw "the city is put¬ 
ting itself on record in favor of any large 
motel with 100 rooms getting a beer parlor.” 


Me noted that all the areas now zoned for 
motels were sugroundodSy residential areas. 

Council passed another zoning amend¬ 
ment, however, that would allow a liquor 
store at a proposed 546 Yates commercial 
complex. 

In a public hearing, representatives of 
neighboring businesses told council the liquor 
store, to replace an existing one on Govern¬ 
ment would cause traffic problems and bring 
street-drinkers jnto the area. 

Aid. Murray Glazier voted against the 
amendment, as°he felt the liquor store was 
out of place in the Old Town area. 


‘Jt’s.the antithesis of the impact we want 
to put in this delicate area,” he said. 

Young said it was a question of whether 
council wanted another liquor store any¬ 
where downtown. He said the same traffic 
problems forecast for the Yates store would 
exist'elsewhere downtow n. 

Aid. AIT Hood said the store would be as 
■ well placed on lower Yates as anywhere 
else in the city.” 

An amendment that rezoned some 600 
downtown properties from innumerable old 
zoning categories to three ngw zones went 
through the public hearing and was later 
approved by council without comment.

Upward submiUltf the 
Greater Victoria '^Vatef 'Dis- 
t r i c t ’ s 1975 budget 'to 
members of the water board 
Thursday morning, and direc¬ 
tors were in for a pleasant 
surprise. 

The 1975 budget exceeds 
last year's by only $64,000. 
The total to be raised by resi- 
den*s of Victoria, Saanich, 
Oak Bay and Esquimalt this 
year is $1,152,000. 

Directors couldn't approve 
the budget because they 
didn't have a quorum, but Up- 
ward explained why he was 
able to keep the budget in- 
• t ease to a minimum. 

Three of the water district's 
1_’ debentures issues will he 
paid off this year, freeing an 
estimated $145,000 for other 
purposes. 

Unward said the additional 
money might result in a re¬ 
duction of water rates next 
year. 

The water district’s finan¬ 
cial picture would have looked 
even better, but for the slump 
in lumber prices. 

Anticipated net revenue this 
year from the district’s own 
forest operations (selective 
timber cutting), is only 
$103,220. an all-time low, ac¬ 
cording to Upward. 

The meeting was adjourned 
after about an hour. Directors 
will meet again next Wednes¬ 
days to approve the budget 
and deal with a number of 
other items provided they 
have a quorum.

Roland Henry Bird, also 
known as Rolaand Henry To¬ 
bacco. was sentenced to life, 
imprisonment Thursday by 
Mr. Justice F. < . Munrne in 
B.C. Supreme Court in Vic¬ 
toria. 

After two hours of delibera¬ 
tion in a four-day trial, a jury 
of five woman and seven men 
found Bird guilty. 

He was charged with 
murder punishable by life Im¬ 
prisonment in the shooting 
death of Marlene Margaret 
Mutcheon. on Sept. 5, 1974. 
Mrs. Huteheon, 34, was found 
dead on that date by Saanich 
police at a house at 1238 Oak- 
mount occupied by Bird and 
herself. 

Bird, who was 35 at the 
time, was taken to hospital 
with a shotgun wound. 

The judge ordered that Bird 
not become eligible for parole 
until he has served at least 10 
years of his sentence.

Ornstein likes to 
illustrate his talks with tales 
derived from this Moham¬ 
medan sect — the left side of 
your brain is the half that 
specializes in linguistic, ratio¬ 
nal, analytical, sequential 
thought.

While the right generally* 
looks after the intuitive and 
"simultaneous” side of things. 

Put another way, Ornstein 
likes to look at the brain as 
heing cotnposed of two 

"modes of_consciousness”

Ornstein said that with a 
certain kind of brain damage 
• that in some way separated 
the -two halves of the brain) it 
was found that people could 
pick up, say, a pencil while 
steadfastly maintaining (ver¬ 
bally) that they didn't in fact 
see anything. 

After laying the biuln 
groundwork, Ornstein’s talk 
flew on to such propositions 
as one that those who made 
great breakthroughs in 
thought — Einstein for exam¬ 
ple — were hardly the most 
^-rational of thinkers. 

Grasp things 

They managed to grasp 
things intuitively and then 
translate these intuitions back 
into logical sequence and' lan¬ 
guage. 

While he noted that there 
had been too much emphasis 
on the tree Rs (reading, writ¬ 
ing and ’rithmetic), this did 
not mean that these should 
now be ignored but rather 
that intuitive modes of 
thought should he emphasized 


so as to reduce the hitherto 
one-sided specialization. 

He further stateo, during 
the students’ question period, 
that until recently “survival” 
had been interpreted in terms 
of "individual effort" — and a 
left-handed separation-of-self 
approach to things. 

Now this same left¬ 
sidedness had become "the 
source of most of our difficul¬ 
ties.” 

It w?»s timejtfor man to 
think "collectively” if western 
society was to survive. 

The intuitive side of the 
brain, it was understood, 
would help in this collective 
approach to survivval. 

Some tales 

He illustrated the refreshing 
quality of right-sidedness by 
reading out some Sufi-style 
tales in which the protagonist 
Mulla Nasrudin used a wholly 
persuasive but hardly rational 
logic when confronted with a 
left-sided behavior.

Local president 
Alan Unwin said the action 
was taken because of lockout 
threats against the union. 

The local also added that 
ihe oan on overtime and han¬ 
dling of overweight garbage 
cans will not be lifted until E. 
E. Pearlman, the rhunicipal 
negoriaior, has been dis¬ 
missed and Oak Bay "starts 
bargaining in good faith.” 

Unwin said the workers c\- 
l*ect lo be locked out "at any¬ 
time,” but Oak Bay Mayor 
Brian Smith said the work-to- 
rule decision “won’t drive me 
to lock them out faster." 

Smith said the campaign 
"won’t mean too much in 
terms of disruption." 

He accused the union of 
“arrogance” for suggesting 
that Pearlman’s involvement 
had resulted in failure to 
reach a settlement. 

"It’s a goon-type motion, 
it’s utter nonsense." Smith 
said. “It wouldn't matter if 
St. Francis of Assisi was bar¬ 
gaining for us.” 

Smith said Oak Bay made 
the local-^n offer “tngood 
faith” and the union respond¬ 
ed with "a long period of si¬ 
lence” and said it would 
"look" at the Port Alberni 
settlement. 

The area-wide dispute is 
heating up, Smith said, and an 
emergency meeting of the re¬ 
gional bargaining group re¬ 
presenting the four core mu¬ 
nicipalities, Sidney, the Capi¬ 
tal Region and the Greater 
Victoria school board might 
be held to discuss the latest 
developments. The group’s 
next meeting had been sche¬ 
duled for Tuesday. 

While Smith said lockout ac¬ 
tion by individual members of 
the group would have to hr 
discussed first by the group, 
he explained that a lockout by 
Oak Bay coul<J occur even if 
other members are not ready 
to shut out their CUPE em¬ 
ployee*._ 

A strike or lockout cannot 
legally occur while Gilmour is 
still involved in a dispute, and 
Saanich, Sidney, Esquimalt 
and the school board and its 
inside workers are still in me¬ 
diation, although all members 
of the group filed lockout no¬ 
tice Monday after Local 50 
went on strike. 

Saanich and the school 
board and its clerical staff 
meet today. 

Gilmour. after withdrawing 
from the dispute between Ihp 
city and its inside workers, 
has filed his report with 
Labor Minister William King, 
and the city can now legally 
lock out these workers, al¬ 
though they have been off 
work most of the week honor¬ 
ing Local 50 picket lines.

Newell Morrison. IVILA for 
Victoria, termed “the trea¬ 
sury board memorandum 
‘more than an indictment of 
the ’Barrett government’s fis¬ 
cal management for the past 
two and a half years.”

I 
find it almost disgusting to 
see that reaction. It’s a bitter 
approach to politics." 

The premier was as kerf if 
his attack on Bennett was an 
"individual attack." 

"I’ve said that his approach 
is one that I’ve watched de¬ 
velop over the past few 
months," Barrett said. "It 
has become wild and semi- 
hysterical and serves no posi¬ 
tive constructive purpose. The 
role of the opposition is to 
give constructive alternatives, 
not to reduce itself to the kind 
of smearing, irrational al- 
tacks that have been taking 
place. 

“I have restrained myself 
about saying anything, but it’s 
becomingg a bit much. People 
should recognize it as cheap, 
irrational politics." 

The chairman of the public 
accounts committee, Alex 
Fraser (SC-Cariboo), thought 
differently. 

Fraser sent a telegram to 
the premier Thursday morn¬ 
ing calling for "full disclosure 
of all fiscal transactors to 
the public accounts commit¬ 
tee immediately the Jiouse 
srts."

Half of evader charges 
could be dropped—expert 


Only a quarter of the U.S. 
draft evaders in British Co¬ 
lumbia face charges and 
about half of the charges 
could be dropped, says a 
spokesman for the committee 
to aid U.S. War Objectors.

Vehicle registrations 

‘Police still stymied’ 


MLA Hugh Curtis (SC- 
Saanich and the Islands) said 
Thursday the Insurance Cor¬ 
poration of B.C. is still mak¬ 
ing the tracing of stolen 
motor vehicles difficult. 

In a prepared statement, 
Curtis quoted what he 
claimed were letters from po¬ 
lice chiefs of several Van¬ 
couver Island communities. 
The letters, he said, were 
dated between Jan. 14 and 
Jan. 22 of this year. 

He did not name the com¬ 
munities but said the com¬ 
ments of the police indicated 
that a December claim by 
ICBC that "information re¬ 
trieval" systems were now 
working "is not substantiated 
by facts." 


One letter stated that "as 
far as police personnel are 
concerned, the efficiency of 
the Motor Vehicles Branch 
has been greatly impaired 
since the inauguration of 
ICBC end many court cases 
have failed because of the 
unreliability, or unavailabi¬ 
lity, of information requested 
from the MVB."

was implemented in haste, 
without regard to many 
things." 

Curtis said one police chief 
wrote: "I only wish tilings 
were as rosy as Mr. (Nor¬ 
man) Bortnick (head of 
ICBC) makes out. We do have 
a better service as far as con¬ 
tact with the Motor Vehicle 
Branch — ICBC is concerned, 
but the information, or should 
I say lack of information, is 
about the same.

said- 

In some ways, he said, the 
estimated 20,000 deserters 
have it easier under the Ford 
program. 

Legally, deserters face the 
two years of sen-ice also but 
a loophole allows them to ref¬ 
use to do work once charges 
have been dropped. 

"A draft dodger trying the 
same thing would find the 
warrant against him reinstat¬ 
ed." 

Martin said he has 
processed 150 deserters with¬ 
out any kind of penalty 
through "a certain fort in the 
east" which he refused to 
name.

VANCOUVER (CP) As 
many as 50 per cent of rent 
increases now in effect in 
British Columbia are illegal, 
Bruce Yorke of the B.C. Ten¬ 
ants Association says- 

Yorke told the provincial 
government’s Rental Review 
Commission at a public hear 
ing the biggest weakness of 
present rental legislation * 
lack of enforcement. 

"Most tenants have a dead¬ 
ly fear of eviction and will not 
provide evidence of illegal 
rent' increases." he satd. "It 
Is also too big a problem for 
tenant associations to handle 
it is something this com¬ 
mission will have to do. 

Yorke also was critical of 
the present form of rent in¬ 
crease notices. 

“I understand what they 
say. but they intimidate the 
average tenant and even ap¬ 
pear to put the onus on him 
do everything, including the 
renovations," he said. 

Commission chairman John 
Brewin said he was more in¬ 
terested in hearing what new 
rental legislation should be 
enacted rather than criticism 
of the present legislation. 

Yorke replied that tenants 
have few resources and need 
a direct connection with the 
commission. He said land¬ 
lords should have a similar 
connection. 

"The main need is a com¬ 
prehensive study the rental 
industry including the physi¬ 
cal structures, their operating 
costs, incomes of tenants and 
the history of mortgages," he 
said. 

Most of the 20 tenanfs at the 
hearing spoke of personal 
problems ranging from rent 
increases to lack of redecora¬ 
tion.

Disbursement of British Co¬ 
lumbia's 52 million fund for 
Vietnam aid % will be an¬ 
nounced at th*e beginning of 
the coming legislative session. 
Health Minister Dennis Cocke 
said Thursday. 

The legislative committee, 
set up nearly two years ago to 
recommend allotment of the 
fund, met last week to com¬ 
plete its recommendations, he 
said. 

A total of 52.25 million was 
set aside for aid to Vietnam¬ 
ese children in 1973 but the 
committee decided that es¬ 
tablishment of physical facili¬ 
ties in Vietnam by the B.C.

put in a trust fund. 

At that time. $300,000 was 
distributed to volunteer agen¬ 
cies in Southeast Asia and the 
committee was told to look 
for programs which would 
provide the most effective re¬ 
lief for children affected by 
the w ar in Southeast Asia.

NEW YORK (UPH Can I 
you help plants by talking to 
them? 

That idea, apparently 
shared by some Rgople, may | 
have been encouraged by a lie 
detector expert whose experi¬ 
ments suggest plants twrrw 
some mysterious sort of 
awareness of things going on 
about them. 

The controversial research, 
popularized by a book, was 
the subject of a symposium at 
the annual meeting of the 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 

Tw-o scientists said they 
were unable to duplicate the 
work of Cleve Backster, re¬ 
search director of the 
Backster Research Founda¬ 
tion - at San Diego, Calif., 
which indicated by electrical 
voltage changes in leaves that 
plants perceived the death of 
brine shrimp in another 
room 

Backster replied that the at¬ 
tempts to rej»eat his results 
are inconclusive because the 
work at Cornell University 
and the Science Unlimited Re¬ 
search Foundation, San An¬ 
tonio, Texas, did not follow 
the exact laboratory tech¬ 
niques used in the original ex¬ 
periments. Backster said he 
has not attempted to repeal 
the work. 

At a news conference, Dr. 
Arthur Galslnn. professor of 
biology at Yale University, 
said it is known that plants 
have electrical activity which 
is affected by environmental 
influences such as gravity, 
light and temperature. 

But whether there is some 
sort of communications link 
which would make plants 
aware of non-environmental 
changes is a different matter. 

"What we’re dealing with is 
a set of data which purport to 
show that a certain situation 
exist* in nature." C.alston 
said. Then turning to 
Rackster sitting next to him, 
he said: "And you are with¬ 
holding final judgment on 
whether this is correct or 
not?”

Pickles explained that pa¬ 
tients in intensive care are 
highly sensitive to light and 
are usually kept in dimly lit 
rooms.

The spokesman said the ban 
would go into effect at 12:01 
a.m. Saturday and would con¬ 


tinue until the Feder&T*'AVia : 
tion Administration provides 
assurances it will enforce 
existing cargo safety stan¬ 
dards or issue new and better 
rules. 

ALPA contends the FAA 
has been lax in enforcing the 
safety standards. 


Island could face 
energy shortages 


It is anticipated that Van- 
ouver Island will have en¬ 
ergy shortages by the 1980s. 
according to the first annual 
report of the B.C. Energy 
Commission issued Thursday. 

The shortages could lie 
. overcome by transmitting ad¬ 
ditional power from the main¬ 
land in underwater cables or 
overhead transmission lines. 

However, there is also a 
possibility of a thermal sta¬ 
tion using coal from Hat. 
Creek (north of Kamloops) 
which would be taken by rail 
to' Squamish, and then by 
barge to a power plant to be 
built on the east coast of the 
Island. 

The report says the Hat 
Creek—uoal reserves are 
owned by thCf province and 
are close to existing transmis¬ 
sion lines, roads and railways. 

The report adds that B.C. 
ranks first in Canada in coal 
reserves, most of it generally 
suitable for metallurgical pur¬ 
poses, although it could be 
used for gas or electrical pro¬ 
duction. 

At present, the driving force 
behind the production of coal 
in the province is the export 
demand, but other uses are 
anticipated. 

Provincial requirements of 
coal for metallurgy are ex¬ 
pected to grow, along with 
use of coal as fuel by in¬ 
dustry 

Hat Creek coal will likely 
be used for thermal genera¬ 
tion of electricity and to pro¬ 
duce gas. 


Trudeau 
to stop 
at Dublin 

OTTAWA (CP) — A March j 
14 visit to Dublin has been j 
added to the itinerary for j 
Prime Minister Trudeau's Eu- j 
ropean trip which begins Feb. i 
27. 

The visit to the Irish capital | 
will come at the end of the 
16-day tour, covering five of j 
the nine capitals of European 
Economic Community 
member countries. 

The trip, expected to con¬ 
centrate on Canada’s quest 
for special trading relations 
with the EEC, begins in The 
Hague on Feb. 27-28. 

Trudeau will then go to 
Bonh March 3-4, Rome and 
•the Vatican March 5-7 and 
London March 11-13. 


At 1973 production levels of 
about 8 millionn tons annually, 
the reserve of coal ranges 
from 1.000 to 8,000 years, and 
while it is impossible to re¬ 
cover much of that reserve, it 
is not anticipated that there 
will be coal shortages in the 
forseeable future. 

The report also mentions 
five Vancouver Island river 
basins in an inventory of po¬ 
tential hydro-electric sites, 
however, all of them with 
small potential. 

While the Columbia River 
basin is capable of producing 
2,725,000 kilowatts of electrici¬ 
ty an hour, the potential of 
the five Island basins is 
186.000 kilowatts an hour. 

The Donner Lake basin on 
the Ucona River, south of 
Gold River, has a potential 
energy rating of 13,000 kilo¬ 
watts an hour, and the Ucona 
Mountain basin on the same 
River has 25,000 kilowatts an 
hour of potential energy. Both 
basins have "viable sites.” 

Various Gold River sites on 
the Gold, Ucona and Muchalat 
rivers could produce 81,000 
kilowatts an hour of energy. 

On the Kokish River, south 
of Beaver Cove, there are via¬ 
ble sites with potential energy 
production of 30.000 kilowatts 
an hour. 

There are no suitable sites 
on the Nimpkish River, south 
of Port McNeill, which has 
the potential energy of 37.000 
kilowatts an hour, the report 
says. 

The report also says B.C. 
has the potential to increase 
its pulp production by be¬ 
tween 2.5 million and 5 mil¬ 
lion air-dried tons. 

This increase compares 


with a total production in 1973 
of 5J million tons. 

In the past, about 40 per 
cent of pillp production has 
gone into paper production, 
while the remaining 60 per 
cent has been exported. 

However, the report sur¬ 
mises that by the year 2006 
about 60 to 75 per cent of the 
provincial pulp output will be 
upgraded to papier. 

Energy consumption by the 
industry is expected to in¬ 
crease by 1.3 per cent a year 
a relatively low growth 
rate reflecting the fact that 
ihe pulp and paper industry is 
a mature industry with future 
production increases coming 
more from better use rather 
than increased timber cut. 


Hazardous cargoes include 
acids and radioactive materi¬ 
als. It is estimated that 3 or 4 
per cent of all cargo carried 
by passenger planes is in the 
hazardous category. 

The ALPA spokesman said 
only one type of hazardous 
cargo would be excused from 
the Van - radioactive phar¬ 
maceutical^ needed for medi¬ 
cal use. 

While the ban is tfl force, 
the spokesman said, a pilot 
wijl first order tfie hazardous 
material td be removed from 
his aircraft. If that order is 
not obeyed, the pilot will then 
refuse to fly the plane. 

The spokesman said ALPA 
expected the airline compa¬ 
nies generally to co-operate 
with the pilots on this issue, 
suggesting most such confron¬ 
tations would end with the 
plane taking off without the 
hazardous cargo. 

ALPA said it would release 
on Friday a letter from the 
association to Alexander But¬ 
terfield, the FAA administra¬ 
tor, asking a 90-day govern¬ 
ment ban on hazardous cargo 
shipments so that new safety 
standards can be developed. 

The association says im¬ 
proper loading and packaging 
of hazardous cargo has creat¬ 
ed dangerous situations many 
times in the past, and contrib¬ 
uted to the 1973 crash of a 
cargo plane in Boston. Three 
crew members were killed in 
that accident.

She said she didn’t think the answer to the problem was 
returning to older teaching methods. 

She said she hoped SFC would provide more evening and 
weekend courses lo working people hoping to Improve their

Willow trees hamper 
Mississippi cleanup

CHALMETTE, La. (UPI) — 
Thick fog and a swift cur¬ 
rent Thursday hampered 
clean-up of oil spilled along 50 
miles of the Mississippi River 
in the collision of three barges 
and a freighter. 

A U.S. Coast Guard spokes¬ 
man said most of the oil was 
forming pockets in Willow 
trees that line the water's 
edge and might require men 
walking into the shallow water 
to remove it. 

“It’s going to be a difficult 
oil spill to clean up because 
it is spread out from just be¬ 
low New Orleans to Empire,” 


said spokesman Dave Cipra. 
"The pockets of oil all along 
the banks won't be easy to 
clean up, but it will be neces¬ 
sary to clean thefn up.” 

Crews were unable to get 
on the river immediately be¬ 
cause of the limited visibility 
caused by heavy fog. During 
the delay, the current carried 
the oil further downstream

In my grandmother’s time, 
no garden could possibly be 
considered properly furnished 
without at least one $lac 
bush. 

The lilac was referred to in*" 1 
those days as a “dooryard” 
shrub, and was almost always 
planted close enough to the 
back door so the sweet fra¬ 
grance of its blooms would 
waft through the screen door 
and ino grandmother’s sum¬ 
mer kitchen. ►— a screened 
porch tacked on to the kitchen 
proper. 

Perhaps because of these 
memory associations, I think 
that if I were planting up a 
new garden now, the very 
“first shrub I would select 
would be a lilac. 

★ * ★ 

True, lilacs have certain 
disadvantages; they make 
rather leggy, tall bushes in 
time, out of proportion in tiny 
city gardens, and they don’t 
mix very well with other 
shrubs. 

Nor can I recommend the 
lilac for the truly lazy gar¬ 
dener. for if neglected, the 
bush looks like death warmed 
over when covered with ugly 
brown seed pod*. 




And taking off the spent 
blooms to prevent these pods 
is a miserable, monotonous 
and time-consuming chore. 

★ ★ - -k 

Suckers, too, are a problem. 
Some kinds send up a verita¬ 
ble forest of shoots from 
below ground, and on a graft¬ 
ed lilac these have to be taken 
off the hard way, digging 
down laboriously and wrench¬ 
ing them off at their point of 
origin. 

Nevertheless* I w<>uldn'( 
want a garden without a cou¬ 
ple of lilacs around the place. 

Lilacs can be planted either 
in spring or fall, ideally in a 
rather heavy soil liberally 
enriched with old rotted ma¬ 
nure. about one bucketful per 
square yard, mixed thorough¬ 
ly into the whole eventual"root: 
run, not just dumped into the 
bottom of the planting hole. 

See that your new lilac gets 
plenty of water during its first 
summer, and wet down the 
leaves with the hose during 
hot, dry spells. 

★ ★ ★ 

After its first year, the lilac 
can forage for itself, although 
a surface mulch of old rotted 


manure will make for bigger 
trusses of bloom and richer, 
deeper colors. 

It is very important to plant 
your lilac deeply. If you buy 
your bush from a nur¬ 
seryman, the soil mark on the 
stems will indicate its former 
depth; set it in_iorm two lo_ 
three inches deeper than this 
when you plant it in your own 
garden. 

It may or may not bloom 
the first summer, depending 
on age. size and state of 
health. It will almost certain¬ 
ly bloom the second year, but 
the trusses of flowers will not 
be full size nor in their true 
color until the third year after 
planting. 

★ ★ ★ 

If you are looking for rich 
color -aod- the true -old-, 
fashioned lilac fragrance, I 
can recommend Souvenir de 
Ludwig Spaeth, a very old 
French variety bearing enor¬ 
mous trusses of single flowers 
in deep purple. 

My second choice would be 
a good double white lilac such 
as Mme. Lemoine or Ellen 
Willmott. 

★ * * 

The newer hybrids will have 


bigger individual florets, big¬ 
ger trusses of bloom, and 
more startling colors and 
color combinations, but usual¬ 
ly lack the rich fragrance of 
the older varieties. 

★ * * 

Some good ones are Esther 
Stanley, pmk;- -Royalty-, deep 
purple in the bud but fading 
to violet-purple with age; Ves- 
tale and Sister Justina, both 
exceptionally good single 
white lilacs: James Mac.- 
Farlane. a very deep pink, 
almost red; Moonglow, blue 
suffused with blush pink; 
Redwine, like looking at the 
sun through a glass of good 
port, and Donald Wyman, a 
very hardy Villosa hybrid 
with reddish-purple blooms. 

* * . * 

1 remember, some“Th‘ or TJ " 
years ago, there was quite a 
lot of excitement in horticul 
tural circles over the news of 
the first yellow lilac, which 
was given the name 
Primrose. 

It IS a pretty thipg. but I 
have yet to see one which 
could he called a true yellow 
the blooms are more of a 
pale cream shade-

Washington - a grea.t deal has 

been written about the man who invent¬ 
ed the telephone, but very little has 
been said about the first man to tap 
one. As everyone in law enforcement 
knows, the telephone is absolutely 
worthless unless you can find out what 
the people on each end of the line are 
saying. , 

The man who gets full credit Per 
having tapped the first telephone line 
anywhere in the world is J. Edgar 
Soosa, a young agent in the U.S. justice 
department during President Ulysses S. 
Grant's administration. 

Soosa was not only a dedicated law 
enforcement officer but a whiz at elec¬ 
tronics. He believed that when fighting 
crime, domestic and foreign, you had to 
use every weapon at your disposal. It 
was thanks to Soosa’s determination 
and skill that anyone can now tap a 
telephone in this country without fear of 
detection or retribution. 

* * 4 

This is what happened: In 1875 
Ulysses S. Grant was finishing out his 
term of office. Grant was hoping to run 
again in 1876 but he was worried about 
his political enemies whom be believed 
were everywhere. 

One in particular was an Alexander 
Graham Bell, a Scotsman who worked 
in Boston. Someone at the White House 
had told President Grant that Bell was 
working for the election of Rutherford 
B. Hayes. (The aide actually had con¬ 
fused Alexander Graham Bell with a

Boston politician named Arnold Choate 
Bell, who was a big Hayes supporter.) 

President Grant called iq J- Edgar 
Soosa and told him, "This is very con¬ 
fidential but 1 want you to go to Boston 
and find out what Alexander Graham 
Bell is up to. 

"When you get the information, I 
want you to report directly to me. Use 
any method you have to as long as you 
get results. If you get caught I’ll see 
that you get an executive pardon." 

Soo6«, who was used to following 
orders, immediately proceeded to Bos¬ 
ton. He discovered that Alexander Gra¬ 
ham BeH was working with deaf chil¬ 
dren which obviously was a cover for 
his real job, which waa to get Ruther¬ 
ford Hayes elected president. 

* * 4 

Bell lived in a boarding house with an 
assistant named Thomas A. Watson 
Soosa rented a room in the same house 
under the name of Zimbaliat 

When both Befl and Watson went out 
one day, Soo6a broke into their rooms. 
He discovered a aeries of wires going 
from one room to another. They were 
connected with strange-looking speak¬ 
ers. His curiosity was aroused. 

Why were Bell and Watson com¬ 
municating by these wires when their 
rooms were only 100 feet apart? It was 
obvious that they were afraid that if 
they were in the same room together 
they might be overheard. 

Soosa reported his findings back to 


President Grant whb became terribly 
perturbed. "We have to know what 
they're saying to each other." he said. 

Soosa agreed. "I’ve been thinking 
about it. If I could attach a wire to their 
wire and have a speaker in my room, I 
..could record everything they say.” 

"Then do it,” Grant thundered. 

"There's only one problem," Soosa 
said- "It may be illegal. I’m not sure 
you can attach a wire to somebody 
else’s wire and listen in." 

"Dammit/’ said the irritated pres¬ 
ident, "the national security of the Unit¬ 
ed States is at stake. I want to know 
what they 're plotting." 

4 * ¥ 

Soosa went back to Boston and at¬ 
tached a wire to Bell and Watson’s. All 
during winter he sat with earphones on 
his head, but the line was dead. Then fi¬ 
nally on the morning of March 10, 1876, 
Soosa’s patince was rewarded. Over the 
line he heard BeH ehout, "Mr. Watson, 
come here I want you.” 

Soosa immediately took the tape to 
Washington, D.C., and. while Grant sal 
drinking a whisky, the agent played 
back the immortal words. 

Grant smiled. "Just as I suspected. 
They were out to get me. Mr. Soosa. 
you have made a great contribution to 
your country. In years to come every 
president will owe you a debt of gra¬ 
titude and say, "Thank God for Soosa, 
who made the first wiretap possible.’ 
Without you, sir, the telephone wouldn’t 
be worth a damn.”

The reason that science and techno¬ 
logy make life so much harder, while 

seeming to make it simplier, lies in 
their long-term consequences, which we 
cannot always foresee. 

In the past, cause and effect was a 
relatively close phenomenon; today, ef¬ 
fects may be delayed until it is too late 
to rectify their ill consequences. 

A foreboding example is the wide¬ 
spread use of propellant gases from 
millions of spray cans. The harmless- 
appearing and convenient can for deo¬ 
dorizing the bathroom or setting the 
hair may turn out to have dire cosmic 
consequences never imagined by its in¬ 
ventors, producers or users. 

★ ★ 

Our earth is shielded from the direct 
(and dangerous), ultra-violet rays of the 
sun by a 20-mile protective "belt” of 

ozone. 

If this belt were lost, or seriously 
diluted, we could be subject to a wide 
range of catastrophes, from skin cancer 


to the collapse of the whole ecological 
structure of the "life-chain” throughout 
the world. 

There is dispute about this- Some 
scientists feel that the risk is very real; 
in fact, the subject is currently under 
study by the U.S. National Academy of 
Sciences. 

The chemical industry, under¬ 
standably enough, minimizes the possi¬ 
bility; so does the U.S. defence depart¬ 
ment, which has a vested interest in 
polluting the atmosphere. 

★ ★ ★ 

But the point is not who is right ori* 
wrong at this time. The point is that, if 
some of the chemical researchers are 
right, it will be too late to do anything 
about it by the time these gases reach 
and affect the stratosphere. 

Taking action now. to ban or regu¬ 
late spray cans, may be premature and 
needless; but if it turns out that the 
doom-sayers are correct, then taking no 
action is tantamount to playing Russian 


roulette with our future environment. 
On what rational basis can we deter¬ 
mine the percentages and probabilities 
of risk? 

The problem is general, as well as 
specific. Modem technology offers us a 
wide range of applications whose imme¬ 
diate benefits are forseeable and, for 
many profitable. 

Yet we are usually aware of the 
deferred consequences of these options 

moreover, consequences which may 
turn out to be irreversible by the time 
they are confirmed. 

This is what is distinctively new in 
20th-century technology. Our time- 
frame has expanded exponentially: the 
link of causation may now stretch for 
decades, or even a century, before the 
sorcerer's apprentice brings on the de¬ 
luge. 

What technology has left at society’* 
door is the (passive task of planning for 
contingencies we will never live to see.

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We want housing clout 


OTTAWA (CPi The prov¬ 
inces and not the federal gov¬ 
ernment must have’ responsi¬ 
bility to set goals for solving 
the housing shortage, B.C. 
Housing Minister Lome Nieol- 
son told the federal-provincial 
housing conference Thursday 

Niculson said Ottawa inter¬ 
vened in provincial jurisdic¬ 
tion with the recent announce¬ 
ment of new- plans to entour¬ 
age private lenders to invest 
money in the Assisted Home 
Ownership and rental pro¬ 
grams. 

In a prepared statement to 
the closed one-day meeting 
here, he said the federal gov¬ 
ernment’s intervention has 
made it difficult for B.C. to. 
rarry an with its own plans to 
expand the (supply of co¬ 
operative and non - profit 
housing. 

Taking a similar position lo 
rhe Ontario delegation, Nieol- 
Kon said B.C. welcomed Otta¬ 
wa’s capital spending and sub¬ 
sidy assistance programs for 
housing but questioned its 
right to set housing priorities. 

“Housing is constitutionally 
a provincial responsibility and 
priorities must be determined 
by the provincial govern¬ 
ment.’’ he said. “This means 
that it is British Columbia 
that must establish the alloca¬ 
tion of funds between dif¬ 
ferent programs and the de¬ 


tailed conditions that govern 
spending of such funds." 

fie supported Ontario Hous¬ 
ing Minister Donald Irvine's 
proposal for a federal com¬ 
mitment to give the provinces 
at least three year's notice of 
the funding that Ottawa will 
provide for housing. The pro¬ 
posal was endorsed by eight 
provinces at a pre-conference 
meeting arranged by Jrvine 
Wednesday. 

Nicolson said new federal 
programs to subsidize the dif¬ 
ference between current mar¬ 
ket mortgage rates and the 8- 
per-cent interest rate for pri¬ 
vate money lenders were 
“distressing’’ because they 
could lead to the subsidizing 
of speculation. 

The program should contain 
a safety clause making the 
subsidy recoverable if proper¬ 
ties are sold for ‘speculative* 
gain he said.

There are a

THE RULES: 


• Effective January 1,1975, residential rent 
increases are limited to 10.6% of the rent 
presently being charged. This rule applies to any 
dwelling containing two or more rented units, and 
will be administered by the Rent Review 
Commission. The rule also applies to single 
family dwellings. 

• Tenants can legally refuse to pay any rent 
increase over the 10.6% limit, subject to the 
exceptions specified in the legislation. Tenants 
cannot be evicted for non payment of illegal rent 
increases. 

• There must be at least a twelve month interval 
between one rent increase and the next, and 
tenants must be given at least three months' 
notice of any rent increase.

# Half a duplex, when the owner lives in the 
other half (opbasement suite, when the owner 
lives in the remainder of the house) is exempt 
from the 10.6% limit. 

# Certain'major renovations may entitle an 
owner to increase rents over the 10.6% limit. . 
These improvements must have been started 
since May 3,1974, and do not include normaf 
maintenance and repair?. Landlords may consult 
the Rent Review Commission for details, 
particularly if planning renovations which might 
justify rent increases. 

# Residential premises being rented for the first 
time on or after January 1,1974, are exemptfrom 
the 10.6% r.ent increase limit fora period of five 
years. 

# Premises renting for more than $500 per 
monrttvere exempt from the 10.6% increase limit. 

# Mobile home pad rent increases may exceed 
10.6%. but ohly it prior approval is received from 
the Rent Review Commission.

But. it adds, “this increas¬ 
ing dependence could be les¬ 
sened by government policies 
to encourage the use of natu¬ 
ral gas or synthetic natural 
gas produced from the gasifi¬ 
cation of coal." 

But. states the summary, 
"the forecast does not assume 
a natural gas pipeline to Van¬ 
couver Island. The energy 
needs of the Island and how 


they will be met will be the 
subject of a separate study by 
the commission." 

The commission admits 
there are delivery problems 
with natural gas at present 
"which make it impossible to 
satisfy authorized exports" 
but it says it is optimistic that 
these current shortfalls will 
be eliminated "in the near- 
term by connecting to. the 


west coast system presently 
discovered but uconnnected 
reserves." 

There w ill be a brief return 
of gas shortages in the late 
1980s but after 1989. the year 
export contracts run out, the 
report states our natural gas 
should be in adequate supply 
for British Columbians until 
at least 2006. 

But while oil and natural 


gas will eventually disappear 
as souiyes of energy, the re¬ 
port notes that B.C. ranks 
first among provinces in Can¬ 
ada in coal reserves. 

The 341-page report states 
in its final section lhat in 1970 
proven reserves were set at 
7.3 blliion short tons with po¬ 
tential development of those 
known reserves set at a.-possi- 
ble 40.9 billion tons. 


"Since 1970 further drilling 
activity has expanded the coal 
reserves of the province 
beyond those reported by the 
Geological . Survey of Cana¬ 
da," the report states. "Ex¬ 
ploration currently underway 
could perhaps increase the 
total coal reserve by as much 
as 13 billion ions or roughly 25

With fuel In storage expect¬ 
ed to run-out this morning, 
leaving the entire municipal 
government complex adjoining 
Centennial Square without 
heat, Victoria’s striking out¬ 


side workers made the city a 
unique offer Thursday.^ 

If the city undertakes to 
lurn thermostats off in all 
other buildings, the union will 
permit fuel delivery to assure 
the continued heating of the 
Silver Threads senior citizen 
activity centre. 


That off A- came from Jim 
Walker, president of Local 50 
of the Canadian Union of Pub¬ 
lic Employees (CUPE) on 
strike against the city of Vic¬ 
toria for the fifth day. 

Walker’s offer was in re¬ 
sponse to a letter earlier this 
week from city manager 


Delay of paycheques 
provocative —police

An unexpected delay Thursday in payche¬ 
ques for Victoria police drew a blast from 
police union president Constable Patrick 
Rraidcn. who termed the city’s action "pro¬ 
vocative, antagonistic and totally irrespon¬ 
sible." * 

There were reports that a few policemen 
had greeted a delay of at least 24 hours in 
receipt of their cheques by booking off sick. 
But Braiden declined comment and one 
source said the reports were more talk than 
action. 

Braiden said policy for 12 years had been 
for police to receive their cheques at least 
two clear banking days before the start of a 
month and police union members "deplore 
the decision made by City Manager James 
‘Bramley" not to follow- the policy. 

He said the cheques were sitting on Bram- 


ley's desk but the manager refused to release 
them until today, 

Braiden was told Bramley "did not want 
to discriminate between the outside and in¬ 
side workers . . . and the police and fire 
departments” and would make no excep¬ 
tion^ 

The union president said his group had 
believed there would be no change in pay 
procedure because police "are not involved 
at all in this strike." But in addition to the 
cheque delay, no work was being done on 
overtime cheques for the last three months of 
1974. 

"Even efforts by the chief constable (J. F. 
Gregory! to obtain the cheques for the men 
proved unsuccessful." said Braiden. 

The cheques were due Thursday morning 
and now are expected to appear some time 
before.4 p.m. today, k 

Braiden said he viewed the city action "as

President Ford, Thursday extended the amnesty 
for about 100,000 American draft evaders by another 
month, but the Toronto American Exiles Association 
countered immediately: "As long as President Ford 
continues the -program, we will continue our boy- 
cott,” said Steve Grossman, a 28-year-old war resister 
originally from Chicago. 

The program had 1 been 
scheduled tt> end at. midnight 
today, but because of thp rush 
of applications in recent 
weeks. Ford extended the life 
of the plemency board to 
March 1, and said: 

"I believe that many of 
those who could benefit from 
it arc only now- learning of its 
application to their cases."

Bramley’s concern was for 
elderly people using the Silver 
Threads centre not only for 
their social activities, but also 
as a place where they can eat 
an inexpensive hot lunch. 

Bramley’s letter said more 
than 4,000 Victoria residents 
depend on the centre in the 
course of a year. 

Walker said the city is 
using the senior citizens 
against the striking workers. 
He added, however, that the 
union was willing to reach a 
compromise. 

The city would have to vol¬ 
untarily ke?p the heat off in 
city hall, the police station, 
the provincial court, the pros¬ 
ecutor’s offices, and several 
stores in Centennial Square. 

"We would have to be given 
permission to inspect these 
buildings Pro or three times a 
day to see whether the city is 
complying with the terms of 
such an agreement," Walker 
said. 

"If the city is willing to go 
along with this request, we 
wxwld allow fuel trucks to 
cross our picket lines to fill 
the heating oil tanks," he 
added. 

The only building that 
would be allowed to turn up 
thermostats. Walker said, 
would be the Silver Threads 
centre. 

A number of city hall of¬ 
ficials said the plan wasn’t re¬ 
ally feasible, but Walker said 
the city might change its 
mind. 

If the city refuses the 
CUPE offer, the Silver 
Threads centre will serve its 
last hot meal today. Recrea¬ 
tional activities have already 
been cancelled, and Pauline 
Barker, the centre’s executive 
director, said today’s meal 
will be served in "an ex¬ 
tremely cold building." 

"I wish the CUPE boys 
could have heard the old peo¬ 
ple today — the disappoint¬ 
ment." Mrs. Barker said in 
an interview Thursday. 

She said she is trying to 
find other quarters for the du¬ 
ration of the strike. 

Meanwhile, electric heaters 
have been taken into city hall 
and the ja-il section of the Fis- 
gard Street police station. 

By Thursday afternoon, a 
few heaters were alrteady in 
use in the jail cells. 

Heaters will not be used in 
any other part of the police 
station. 

Sources indicated that it is 
impossible to final additional 
heaters anywhere in Victoria. 


At the Esquimau Road heli¬ 
port. tilings also took a turn 
for the worse Thursday. 

Union officials said they 
have reached an agreement 
with B FI Wa ste Systems Ltd. 
to withdraw their giant gar¬ 
bage containers from the site.

No layoffs

Mines Minister Leo Nimsick Thursday asked 
Western Mines Ltd. to reconsider its decision to lay off 
7.3 workers this weekend. 


Western Mines president 
W. G. Jewitt said the layoffs 
had been made necessary by 
an anticipated net loss of 
$775,000 this year. 

Nimsick challenged that 
statement. He skid his depart¬ 
ment had made a detailed ex¬ 
amination of the Western 
operation and had concluded 
that it would show a net profit 
of $1.2 million in the current 
year without layoffs. 

The minister said Western 
Mines had a special responsi¬ 
bility to the province because 
it is operating inside Strath- 
cona Park, at Buttle Lake on 
Vancouver Island. 

"The company received 
substantial help from the 
province in the form of high¬ 
way construction and finan¬ 
cial assistance." he said. 
"The time has confF for- the 
company to live up to its obli¬ 
gation to the public, its share¬ 
holders and employees*" 

Nimsick said Western had 
showed an estimated net prof¬ 
it of more than $3.5 million in* 
the last year of operation de¬ 
spite royalties and federal 
budget provisions. 

"I can see no reason at all 
why the mine should reduce 
production," he said.

The B.C. treasury board 
order freezing new staff hir¬ 
ings until after April 1 ap¬ 
pears to have taken a while to 
filter through to the cabinet. 

The order was issued Dec. 
20 but not received by one 
department until, 10 days 
later 

Seventeen _days after that, 
on Jan. 16, the cabinet met in 
regular session to approve the 
hiring of 48 persons "for 
various positions” in the de¬ 
partment of Attorney-General 
Alex Macdonald. 

At the same meeting 14 ap¬ 
pointments to the safety divi¬ 


sion of the public works de¬ 
partment were approved, 
three to human resources, two 
general clerical workers to 
the provincial secretary’s de- 
partment v two to the depart¬ 
ment of health, and Derry 
MacDonnell was given the 
green light to becoffte re¬ 
search assistant to Alfred 
Nunweiler. minister without 
portfolio responsible for 
northern affairs. , 

On the credit side of the 
ledger Health Minister Dennis 
Cocke also received cabinet 
permission to decrease his 
mental health branch comple¬ 
ment by two medical officers 
and one administrative of¬ 
ficer. 


At the cabinet meeting on 
Dec. 13, seven days before the 
treasury board freeze, the 
Motor Vehicles Branch (Com¬ 
munications and Transport 
Minister Robert Strachan) re¬ 
ceived permission to hire five 
more staff members: the 
health minister got 30 ap¬ 
proved for /various jobs: pub¬ 
lic works, four: the provincial 
secretary 10 and the/ health 
minister another four for 
mental health. 

The order-in-council does 
not state whether the last four 
hired by the health minister 
were to make up.for the three 
he was to lose the following 
month.

125 new staff members ‘have 
been hired. 

In tbi? cabinet meeting of 
Dec. 13. a week before trea¬ 
sury board issued its edict to 
curb spending, special war¬ 
rants f items not allowed for 
in estimates or approved by 
the legislature) in excess of $5 
million were approved. 

At the final cabinet meeting 
of the year on Dec. 23, three 
days after the treasury board 
decision, the cabinet decided 
to buy Panco, a chicken 
processing firm for $4.8 mil- 
1 i.o n .

Mr. Justice Hugh A. Mac- 
Lean, presiding at the three- 
judge-appeal hearing, said the 
"very careful judgment” 
given by Supreme Court judge 
y- C. McKay in January 1974 
"is not one which should be 
reversed by this court.” 

M. Justice McKay ruled 
that residents had been given 
sufficient information in a 
presentation by the deve¬ 
lopers. Kingsview Properties 
Ltd. of Vancouver, and that 
opponents had been given 
ample opportunity to voice ob¬ 
jections. 

In their application to have 
the bylaw quashed. 96 resi¬ 
dents alleged That council 
acted in bad faith by refusing 
to discuss the mini-town proj¬ 
ect at public hearings. 

In his pi^sentation to the 
appeal hearing, J. J. Gow of 
Victoria, counsel for the resi¬ 
dents, argueed that council 
had acted unreasonably in ap¬ 
proving the land-use contract, 
and had not given "due re¬ 
gard” to factors set down in 
the Municipal Act such as 
future public * costs, over¬ 
crowding of land, adequate 
access, and community goals. 

Residents opposing the 1,250 
unit development fear their 
municipality will have to cope 
with a new town of Duncan’s 
population, but without any 
supporting services. 

Water supply, sewage, 
roads, fire protection, and 
health and social services 
have not been adequately 
planned, the residents 
claimed. 

Gow; contended that in the 
face of those problems and 
with no planning reports, no 
reasonable council would have 
approved the development.

The 341-page report states 
in its final section that in 1970 
proven reserves were set al 
7.3 billion short tons with po¬ 
tential development of those 
known reserves set at a |x>ssi- 
blo 40.9 billion tons. 


"Since 1970 further drilling 
activity has expanded the coal 
reserves of the t province 
beyond those reported by the 
Geological Survey of Cana¬ 
da,” the report states. "Ex¬ 
ploration currently underway 
could perhaps increase the

Delay of paycheques 
4 provocative ’—police

An unexpected delay Thursday in payche¬ 
ques for Victoria police drew a blast from 
police union president Constable Patrick 
Braiden, who icrmed the city's action "pro¬ 
vocative. antagonistic and totally irrespon¬ 
sible." 

There were report* that a few policemen 
had greeted a delay of at least 24 hours in 
receipt of their cheques by booking off sick. 
But Braiden declined comment and one 
source said the reports were more talk than 
action. .• 

Braiden said policy for 12 years had been 
for police to receive their cheques al least 
two clear banking days before the start of a 
month and police union members "deplore 
the decision made by City Manager Janies 
Bramley” not to follow the policy. 

He said the cheques were sitting on Bram- 


ley's desk but the manager refused to release 
them until today. 

Bi'aiden was told Bramley "did nol want 
to discriminate between the outside and in¬ 
side workers . . . and the police and fire 
departments" and would make no excep¬ 
tions. 

The union president said his group had 
believed there would be no change in pay 
procedure because police "are not involved 
at all in this strike." But in addition to the 
cheque delay, no work was being done on 
overtime cheques for the last three months of 
1971. 

"Even efforts by the chief constable (J. F. 
Gregory» to obtain the cheques for the men 
proved unsuccessful,” said Braiden. 

The cheques were due Thursday morning 
and now' are expected to appear some time 
before 4 p.m. today. 

Braidpn said he viewed the city action "as

for about 100,000 American draft evaders by another 
month, bul the Toronto American Exiles Association 
countered immediately; “As long as President Ford 
continues the program, we will continue our boy¬ 
cott,” said Steve Grossman, a 28-year-old war resister 
originally from Chicago. 

The program had been 
scheduled lo end at midnight 
touaj, but because of the rush 
of applications in recent 
weeks, Ford extended the life 
of the clemency board to 
March 1. and said:

No layoffs 
needed, 
mine told 


Mines Minister Leo Nimsick Thursday asked 
Western Mines Ltd. to reconsider its decision to lay off 
75 workers this weekend. 


Western Mines president 
W. G. Jewitt said the layoffs 
had been made necessary by 
an anticipated net, loss of 
$775,000 this year. 

Nimsick challenged that 
statement. He said his depart¬ 
ment hid made a detailed ex¬ 
amination of the Western 
operation and had concluded 
that it would show a net profit 
of $1.2 million in the current 
year without layoffs! 

The minister said Western 
Mines had a special responsi¬ 
bility to the province because 
it is operating inside Strath- 
cona Park, at Buttle Lake on 
Vancouver Island.

Spending lid slow to come down

The B.C. treasury board 
order free/tng new staff hir¬ 
ings until after April 1 ap¬ 
pears to have taken a while to 
filter through to the cabinet. 

The order was issued Dec. 
20 but not received by one 
department until 10 days 
later , 

Seventeen days after that, 
on Jan. 16, the cabinet met in 
regular session to approve the 
hiring of 48 persons "for 
various positions” in the de¬ 
partment of Attorney-General 
Alex Macdonald. 

At the same meeting 14 ap¬ 
pointments to the safety divi¬ 


sion of the public works de¬ 
partment were approved, 
three to human resources, two 
general clerical workers to 
the provincial speretary’s de¬ 
partment, two to the depart¬ 
ment of health, and Derry 
MacDonnell was given the 
green light to become re¬ 
search assistant to Alfred 
Nunweile<r, minister without 
portfolio responsible for 
northern affairs. 

On the credit side of the 
ledger Health Minister Dennis 
Cocke also received cabinet 
permission to decrease his 
mental health branch comple¬ 
ment by two medical officers 
and one administrative of¬ 
ficer. 


At the cabinet meeting on 
Dec. 13. seven days before the 
treasury lxiard freeze, the 
Motor Vehicles Branch (Com¬ 
munications and Transport 
Minister Robert Strachan) re¬ 
ceived permission ti> hire five 
more staff members: the 
health minister got 30 ap¬ 
proved for various jobs; pub¬ 
lic works, four: the provincial 
secretary 10 and the health 
minister another four for 
mental health. 

The order-in-council does 
not state whether the last four 
hired by the health minister 
were to make up for the three 
he w-as to lose the following 
month.

An attempt by city council to legitimize a 
two-year-old beer parlor operation at a Gorge 
Road motel died after council surrendered to 
protests from the motel's neighbors at a 
public hearing Thursday. 

A zoning bylaw amendment which vypuld 
allow motels with more than 100 beds to 
operate beer parlors was tossed out and the 
beer parlor status of the Sherwood Pprk Inn, 
123 Gorge was turned over to city 1 solicitor 
Jakob de Villiers. 

Zoning committee chairman Aid. Mike 


Young refused later to comment on whether i 
the city would or could suspend operation or 
the beer parlor^in the motel, which Mayor 
Peter Pollen officially opened more than two 
years ago. 

At the time the motel opened, building 
plans approved by the city showed that the 
space now given over tOi the beer parlor was 
to be a lounge and storage area. 

The T-l zoning of the area does not permit 
beer parlors. 

Council enacted an amending bylaw las) 
year which would have legalized the Sher¬ 
wood Park Inn beer phrlor but B.C. Supreme 


Court invalidated it. The court ruled it 
amounted to rezoning and said all persons 
potentially affected by the amendment were 
not notified as required under the Municipal 
Act. 

At Thursday’s public hearing, delegations 
and letters from neighboring motels claimed 
loss cf business from noise generated by beer 
parlor customers in early morning hours. 

Clifford Watt, lawyer for the owners of the 
Oxford Tower Inn, 133 Gorge, told council 
that by passing the bylaw "the city is put¬ 
ting itself on record in favor of any large 
motel with 100 rooms getting a beer parlor." 


He noted that all the areas now zoned for 
motels were surrounded by residential areas. 

Council passed another zoning amend¬ 
ment, however, that would allow a liquor 
store at a proposed 546 Yates commercial 
complex. 

In a public healing, representatives of 
neighboring businesses told council the liquor 
store, to replace an existing one on Govern¬ 
ment would cause traffic problemszand bring 
street-drinkers into the area. 

Aid. Murray Qlazier voted against the 
amendment, as he felt the liquor- store was 
out of plact* in the Old Town area. 




"It's the antithesis of the impact we want 
to put in this delicate area," he said. 

Young said it was a question of whether 
•council wanted another liquor store ^any¬ 
where downtown. He said the same traffic 
problems forecast for the Yates store would 
exist elsewhere downtow n. 

' Aid. Alf Hood said the store would be as 
"well placed on lower Yates as anywhere 
else in the city." 

An amendment that rq/,uncd some 600 
downtown properties from innumerable old 
zoning categories to three new zones went 
through the public hearing and was later 
approved by council without comment.

Oak Bay and Esquimau this 
year is $1,152,000. 

Directors couldn’t approve 
the -budget because they 
didn’t have a quorum, but Up¬ 
ward explained why he was 
able to keep the budget in¬ 
crease to a minimum. 

Three of the water district’s 
12 debentures issues will he 
paid off this year, freeing an 
estimated siio.ooo for other 
purposes. 

Upward said the additional 
money might result in a re¬ 
duction of water rates nex» 
year. 

The water district’s finan¬ 
cial picture would have looked 
even better, but for the slump 
in lumber prices. 

Anticipated net revenue this 
year from the district’s own 
forest operations (selective 
timber cutting). is only 
S103.220, an all-time low, ac¬ 
cording to Upward. 

The meeting was adjourned 
after about an hour.

While the right generally 
looks after the intuitive and 
"simultaneous” side of things. 

Put another way, Ornstein 
likes to look at the brain as 
being composed of two 
"modes of consciousness" 
joined together with a bunch 
of nerye fibres 200 million 
or them.

The Psychology of Conscious¬ 
ness and three other books, 
Ornstein says that for the last

Victoria city council Thursday shelved a $500,000 
offer from the Canadian Broadcasting Corp. for city- 
owned property on Blanshard. 

Council decided to table a motion accepting the 
CBC's offer for the strip of land on the west side of 
Blanshard between Hillside and Kings until the crown 
corporation informed the city of its proposals for the 
property. 

"We wouldn’t sell to anyone else without having a 
peek at what the action is going to be,” Aid. Mike 
Young said. 

Ron Fraser, assistant tp CBC president Laurent 
Picard, said in Ottawa last week that no building plans 
had been prepared for the company’s expected $6 
million Victoria project to accommodate both radio and 
television broadcast facilities. 

Fraser also said the CBC was interested in the city- 
owned property only‘if it was awarded Channel \0 by 
the Canadian Radio and Television Commission. 

That channel is the last remaining open one in the 
Vancouver-Victoria broadcast area.

bally} that they didn’t in fact 
see anything. * 

After laying the biological 
groundwork. Ornstein’s talk 
flew on to such propositions 
as one that those who made 
great breakthroughs in 
thought — Einstein for exam¬ 
ple — were hardly the most 
rational of thinkers. 

Grasp things 

They managed to grasp 
things intuitively and then 
translate these intuitions back 
into logical seq«f$nce ana lan¬ 
guage. 

While he noted that there 
had been too much emphasis 
on the tree Rs (reading, writ¬ 
ing and ’rithmetic), this did 
not mean that these should 
now be ignored but rather 
that intuitive modes of 
thought should be emphasized 


so as to reduce the hitherto 
one-sided specialization. 

He further statea, during 
(he students’ question period, 
that until recently "survjval” 
had been inteipreted in terms 
of "Individual effort" — and a 
left-handed separation-of-self 
approach to things. 

Now this same left- 
sidedness had become "the 
source of most of our difficul¬ 
ties.” 

It was time for man to 
think "collectively" if western 
society was to survive. 

The intuitive side of tjie 
brain, it was understood, 
would .help in this collective 
approach to survivval. 

Some tales 

He illustrated the refreshing 
quality of right-sidedness by 
reading out some Sufi-style 
tales in which the protagonist 
Mull* Nasrudin used a Wholly 
persuasive but hardly rational 
logic when confronted with a 
left-sided behavior. 

Asked by the Colonist 
whether he leaned toward the 
right or left, Ornstein said 
that he was obviously a con¬ 
firmed "lefty" because he 
lalked so much.

"It wouldn’t matter if 
St. Francis of Assisi was bar¬ 
gaining for us.” 

Smith said Oak Bay made 
the local an offer “in good 
faith" and the union respond¬ 
ed with "a long period of si¬ 
lence” and said it would 
‘.'look" at the Port Albemi 
.settlement. 

The area-wide dispute is 
heating up. Smith said, and an 
emergency meeting of the re¬ 
gional bargaining group re¬ 
presenting the four core mu¬ 
nicipalities, Sidney, the Capi¬ 
tal Region and the Greater 
Victoria school board might 
lie held to discuss the latest 
developments. The group’s 
next meeting had been sche¬ 
duled for Tuesday. 

While Smith said lockout ac¬ 
tion by individual members of 
the group would have to be 
discussed first by the group, 
he explained that a lockout by 
Oak Bay could occur even if 
other members are not ready 
to shut out their CUPE em¬ 
ployees. 

A strike or lockout cannot 
legally occur while Gilmour is 
still involved in a dispute, and 
Saanich, Sidney, Esquimau 
and the 1 school board and its 
inside workers are still in me¬ 
diation. although all members 
of the group filed lockout no¬ 
tice Monday after Local 50 
went on strike. 

Saanich and the school 
board and its clerical staff 
meet today. 

Gilmour, after withdrawing 
from the dispute between the 
city and its inside workers, 
has filed his report with 
Labor Minister William King, 
and the city can now legally 
lock out these workers, al¬ 
though they have been off 
work most of the week honor¬ 
ing Local 50 picket lines. 

However, Frank Preston, 
information officer of Local 
38S representing the city in¬ 
side workers, said the union is 
still willing to negotiate with 
the city, although it "has 
taken this action of asking the 
mediator to disengage himself 
so they (the city) can take the 
initiative to lock us out.” 

Meanwhile, Walker said*’ 
Thursday that despite reports 
to the contrary, welfare of¬ 
fices have not been picketed. 
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
